It  is  now  generally  admitted 
tit  the  firm's  Liquors  for  making  Syrups  are  a  distinct 
i^ication  of  pharmaceutical  progress,  and  that  it  is  possible 
t  prepare  concentrated  solutions  of  chemical  salts,  such  as

About  the  time  of  the  introduction  of  antipyrin, 
several  anti-febrifuges  were  brought  forward  ;  but 
these  may  be  said  to  have  fixded  into  the  background, 
while  new,  unquestioned,  and  most  remarkable  pro- 
pei-ties  have  been  discovered  to  belong  to  antipyrin.

Antipyrin  is  an  anti-febrifuge  of  certain 
action,  lowering  the  temperature  for  about  five  or 
six  hours.  In  typhoid  it  is  far  preferable  to  Cjuinine, 
though  not  in  intermittent  fever.  An  innocent  rash 
resembling  erythema  or  urticaria  has  occasionally  been 
observed.  In  bronchial  catarrh  it  has  been  strongly 
recommended,  but  neither  here  nor  in  phthisis  is  the 
dose  required  so  large  as  in  fevers.  Five  5-grain  tab- 
loids repeated  in  an  hour  would  seem  to  be  about  the 
quantity  oi'dinarily  required  in  cases  of  high 
fever.  After  this  the  dose  need  not  exceed  three 
tabloids  (15  grs.) 

The  drug  is  free  from  the  effects  of  quinine  on 
the  brain,  and  therefore  preferable  to  it  as  an  anti- 
febrifuge.  It  appears  to  exert  a  noteworthy  action  in 
erysipelas  and  polyarthritis,  but  is  not  to  be  recom- 
mended in  diphtheritic  affections  where  there  is 
cardiac  depression,  or  in  delicate  individuals.  In 
children  as  many  l^-grain  doses  as  the  child  is  years 
old  may  be  given  hourly  till  the  fever  is  lowered.

Germai 
See,  Fraenkel,  and  others  have  administered 
hypodermically  with  great  success  in  various  condi  j 
tions.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  two  salts  will  be  the  subject  of  the  next 
exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  It  is  to  be  examined 
for  all  the  ordinary  metallic  and  acid  radicles.  Not  only  are 
its  constituents  to  be  detected — all  other  substances  must  be 
shown  to  be  absent.  In  reporting  students  are  to  give  a  brief 
account  of  the  analysis,  with  a  summary  of  the  results  ob- 
tained, distinguishing  as  far  as  possible  any  accidental  im- 
purities detected  from  the  chief  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  should 
be  sent  in  before  Saturday,  I'ebruary  4 ;  the  samples  will 
be  forwarded  to  applicants  a  few  days  later. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  February  25. 

Reports. 

The  mixture  of  salts  distributed  for  analysis  last  month 
consisted  of  equal  parts  of  barium  chloride  and  ammonium 
oxalate :  its  calculated  composition  was  therefore  as  follows : —

In  the  twenty-eight  reports  received  there  were  twelve  in 
■which  the  constituents  of  the  mixture  were  correctly  named. 
Ten  students  failed  to  detect  the  oxalic  radicle,  two  omitted 
barium,  three  chlorine,  and  two  ammonium.  Six  reported 
that  phosphoric  acid  was  present,  and  two  concluded  that  the 
mixture  contained  a  borate. 

It  is  evident  from  the  reports  received  that  several  of  our 
contributors  never  observed  the  change  of  colour  which  an 
oxalate  exhibits  when  heating,  and  consequently  they  were 
not  in  a  position  to  draw  any  inference  from  the  grey  tint 
the  white  powder  assumed  when  heated  in  a  tube  closed  at 
one  end.  The  first  chance  of  detecting  an  oxalate  thus 
escaped,  and  the  student  plunged  into  the  analysis  in  the 
wet  way  unconscious  of  the  presence  of  organic  matter,  and 
■without  any  suspicion  of  a  salt  that  would  interfere  with  the 
ordinary  course  of  operations.  When  the  powder  was  treated 
•with  water  its  constituents  dissolved,  and  simultaneously  a 
double  decomposition  took  place ;  the  barium  was  precipitated 
as  oxalate,  and  most  of  the  ammonium  passed  into  solution 
as  chloride,  the  remainder  of  the  ammonium  dissolving  in  the 
original  form  of  oxalate.  On  adding  hydrochloric  acid  a 
complete  solution  was  obtained,  and  to  this  solution  the 
group  reagents  were  then  added  in  the  usual  order.  On 
adding  ammonium  chloride  and  hydrate  to  the  liquid,  which 
had  failed  to  give  a  precipitate  with  sulphuretted  hydrogen, 
a  white  precipitate  was  thrown  down  simply,  because  the 
liquid  having  been  made  alkaline  barium  oxalate  ceased  to  be 
soluble  in  it.  At  this  stage,  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  the 
mixture  contained  an  oxalate  was  a  serious  impediment  to 
those  who  had  failed  to  make  the  discovery  in  the  preli- 
minary examination.  The  suspicious- looking  precipitate 
was  attributed  to  the  presence  of  a  phosphate,  a  conclusion 
which,  strangely  enough,  several  of  our  contributors  con- 
firmed to  their  own  satisfaction  by  special  tests  for  phos 
phoric  acid.    The  mistake  might  have  led  to  more  serious 


consequences  if  other  metals  had  been  present ;  as  it  was  the 
barium  was  easily  detected  afterwards  as  carbonate. 

The  proper  course  was  to  destroy  the  oxalate,  either  bv 
igniting  the  original  mixture  of  salts  before  preparing  a 
solution  of  it,  or  to  evaporate  the  solution  to  which  sulphur- 
etted hydrogen  had  been  added,  and  ignite  the  residue,  aad 
then  proceed  with  the  analysis  in  the  usual  way. 

There  is  a  feature  in  all  experimental  work  which  shows 
itself  conspicuously  in  analytical  chemistry— the  difficulty  of 
making  perfectly  honest  observations  and  of  recording  them 
truthfully.  A  reaction  does  not  turn  out  quite  as  some 
previous  observation,  or  perhaps  merely  some  preconceived 
idea,  led  the  observer  to  expect.  The  discrepancy  is  passed 
over  as  a  trifle,  attributed  possibly  to  something  wrong  with 
the  reagents  or  to  a  dirty  test-tube,  and  the  observation  is 
entered  by  the  student  in  his  notes,  not  exactly  as  it  mas 
seen,  but  as  he  thought  it  ought  to  be  seen.  This  is  about 
the  worst  habit  of  mind  that  a  student  of  experimental 
science,  or  indeed  of  any  department  of  knowledge,  can 
possibly  cultivate.  It  is  a  habit  from  which  few  indeed  are 
entirely  free,  and  which  grows  rapidly  if  careless  methods o£  \ 
study  are  pursued.  To  get  free  from  it,  to  train  the  senses 
to  honest  and  accurate  observation  and  the  judgment  to 
truthful  decisions,  ought  to  be  one  of  the  primary  objects  of 
the  study  of  experimental  science.  The  knowledge  of 
chemical  principles  and  of  analytical  methods  is  valuable, 
especially  to  those  whose  business  it  is  to  apply  that  know- 
ledge practically,  but  whatever  their  avocations  may  be,  to 
observe  accurately  and  to  judge  without  bias  are  faculties 
the  cultivation  of  which  none  can  afford  to  neglect.

BIRMINGHAM. 

The  Action  of  a  Wholesale  Druggist  for  Malicious 
Imprisonment. — The  action,  Sims  v.  Brown,  was  called  on 
again  at  the  Birmingham  County  Court  on  Tuesday,  a  new 
jury  having  been  summoned  to  try  it.  Mr.  Tanner,  for  the 
plaintitf,  said  that  the  parties  had  settled  it  out  of  court,  the 
defendant  having  agreed  to  pay  plaintiS  20^.  and  costs. 

"  Molecules  and  Atoms." — A  lecture  on  this  subject  was 
delivered  by  Professor  Rucker  at  the  Midland  Institute  on 
Monday.  The  lecturer  remarked  that  some  of  the  most 
fertile  periods  in  the  history  of  science  had  been  those  which 
were  marked  by  the  establishment  of  close  relations  between 
different  branches  of  study.  The  importance,  for  instance,  of 
proofs  of  the  connection  between  astronomy  and  mechanics, 
chemistry  and  heat,  the  forms  of  flowers  and  the  habits  of 
insects,  was  known  to  all  who  took  any  interest  in  scientific 
matters.  He  then  proceeded  to  deal  with  the  subject  of  his 
lecture,  and  went  on  to  explain  that  there  was  at  present  an 
approximation  going  on  between  the  methods  of  studying  the 
properties  of  atoms  and  those  of  the  other  studies  to  which 
he  had  alluded.  The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  a  number  of 
experiments,  most  of  them  of  a  delicate  nature,  and  some 
altogether  novel. 

Window  Display. — The  chemist  in  Great  Hampton  Street 
who  for  many  years  has  made  a  very  ingenious  and  tasteful 
window  exhibition,  built  up  of  pill-boxes,  potions,  plasters, 
and  other  not  usually  very  decorative  commodities,  has  again 
a  very  striking  show  this  year.  The  principal  features  are 
three  decorative  arches  of  cork.  In  the  shadow  of  the  one  on 
the  left  is  the  wax  model  of  a  human  face  jaundiced  and 
melancholy,  while  on  the  right  is  the  same  face  worked  in 
red  sealing-wax,  and  wreathed  with  smiles.  The  one  is  the 
visage  of  a  sufferer  "  before  taking  "  certain  patent  restora- 
tives, and  the  other  a  representation  of  the  effects  "  after 
taking,"  &c.,  &c.  On  a  pedestal  in  the  central  arch  is  a 
human  skull,  with  the  legend,  "  To  this  complexion  we  must 
come  at  last,  unless  we  take — restorative  medicines. "  This 
gruesome  emblem  has  a  jaw  that  is  moved  by  wires,  while  in 
the  sockets  of  the  eyeballs  are  the  bulbs  of  two  incandescent 
lamps,  which  ever  and  anon  blaze  out  with  very  striking: 
effect.  Whether  the  medicines  are  as  good  as  these  deco- 
rative devices  must  be  left  to  the  verdict  of  those  who  have 
tried  them. 


BURY  (LANCASHIRE). 

Singular  Poisoning  Case.— An  inquest  was  held  on 
Saturday  last  by  the  district  coroner,  Mr.  J.  B.  Edge,  touch- 
ing the  death  of  William  Pickles,  alias  Robinson,  a  tripe- 
dresser,  who  died  on  the  previous  Monday,  and  of  whose 
body  a  post-mortem  examination  had  been  made.  It  appeared 
that  on  the  previous  Sunday  deceased  v^ent  to  a  beerhouse  in 
the  town  and  had  some  drink.  When  he  returned  home  he 
complained  of  being  cold,  and  as  he  vomited  several  times 
medical  aid  was  called  in.  He  recovered  somewhat  on  the 
following  day,  but  during  the  afternoon  he  was  seized  with 
a  violent  shivering  and  convulsive  fit,  in  which  he  died.  The 
post-mortem  examination  showed  that  the  deceased  had  died 
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from  a  narcotico-irritant  poison,  either  from  sewer-gas  in- 
haled at  his  work,  or  from  carbonic  acid  gas— unless,  indeed, 
the  doctor  said,  there  was  some  poison  in  his  stomach.  A 
verdict  of  "  blood-poisoning  "  was  returned.  The  inquest 
lasted  several  hours. 


CONGLETOX. 

Stealing  Lozexges. — At  the  Borough  Sessions,  last  week, 
Joseph  Booth  and  Joseph  Mellor,  colliers,  of  Mow  Cop, 
pleaded  guilty  to  stealing  three  boxes,  containing  16  lbs.  of 
lozenges,  value  lis.  7c?.,  the  property  of  Mr.  II.  B.  IMxon, 
■wholesale  druggist,  of  Hanley,  on  January  11.  The  box  was 
stolen  from  tlic  prosecutor's  cart  at  Mill  Green,  Congleton. 
The  defendants  were  tined  5s.  and  costs  each,  or  a  month. 


LEICESTER. 

The  Truth  about  the  Methylated  Spirit.— The 
chairman  of  the  I'rovident  Dispensary,  replying  to  the  criti- 
cism of  the  Uev.  Mr.  Isaacs,  says  that  about  eight  years 
ago  methylated  spirit  was  purilied  in  the  dispensary  by 
re-distillation,  and  then  used  in  conjunction  with  ordinary 
spirits  of  wine  to  make  some  preparations.  This  was  fouud 
to  be  contrary  to  the  Excise  laws,  and  attention  was  called 
to  it  in  a  local  paper.  The  authorities  of  Somerset  House 
were  written  to,  and  a  local  ofticer  called  at  the  Dispensary 
without  previous  notice,  and  was  shown  round  the  stores, 
and  every  information  was  given  him.  Mr.  Dalrymple 
afterwards  had  an  interview  with  the  Excise  authorities  in 
Leicester,  and  they  expressed  themselves  satisfied  there  had 
been  no  intentional  infraction  of  the  law,  and  merely  re- 
quested a  verbal  assurance  that  no  more  such  spirits  should 
be  used.  This  was  given,  and  has  been  adhered  to,  no  such 
spirit  having  been  used  during  the  past  seven  years. 


MANCHESTER. 

Ate  Pollution. — On  behalf  of  the  Noxious  Vapours 
Abatement  Association,  Mr.  W.  Thomson,  F.C.S.,  delivered 
a  lecture  on  Tuesday  night  in  the  Association  Hall.  The 
lecture  was  entitled  "  Common  Causes  of  Air  Pollution,"  and 
dealt  particularly  with  the  pollution  caused  by  the  smoke 
from  the  chimneys  of  houses  and  factories.  Mr.  Thomson 
said  if  a  comparison  were  made  of  the  atmosphere  of  Man- 
chester to-day  with  that  of  a  few  years  ago,  he  feared  that  a 
marked  decline  in  the  quality  would  be  observable.  A  pro- 
posal was  made  by  the  late  Mr.  I'etcr  Spence  that  the  smoke 
of  a  town  or  city  should  be  conducted  into  th.e  sewers  and 
emitted  at  a  distance  from  the  town  through  large  chimneys. 
Perhaps  such  a  system  was  impracticable,  though  experi- 
ments proved  that  smoke  could  be  as  easily  sent  down  into 
the  sewers  as  up  into  a  chimney.  Something  at  least  might 
be  done  to  mitigate  the  nuisance  caused  by  chimney-smoke. 
For  instance,  the  chimneys  of  a  row  of  houses  might  be  con- 
nected with  one  large  chimney,  so  that  the  smoke  might  be 
carried  away  overhead  and  distributed,  instead  of  being 
blown  back  into  the  bedroom  windows,  as  at  present.  The 
lecturer  suggested  that  the  Noxious  A'apours  Association 
should  endeavour  to  induce  the  corporation  to  carry  out 
some  experiment  of  the  kind.  It  was  a  curious  thing  that 
in  building  a  dwelling-house  no  one  attempted  to  mitigate 
the  nuisance  arising  from  smoke.  Dust  floating  in  the  air 
■was  a  second  cause  of  pollution.  The  minute  floating  frag- 
ments largely  consisted  of  spores,  which,  when  inhaled, 
might  prove  injurious  to  health.  The  particles  could  be 
dispelled  by  electricity,  but  the  problem  of  remedying  the 
evil  of  their  presence  was,  like  the  problem  of  smoke  abate- 
ment, yet  to  be  solved. 


NOTTINGHAM. 

NOTTINGHAJI  A\D  NOTTINGHAMSHIRE  ClIEMISTS'  ASSO- 
CIATION.—A  meeting  of  the  associates  or  students  of  the 
above  society  was  held  on  Friday  evening,  January  20,  to 
hear  a  paper  read  by  Mr.  Allen  (an  old  student),  entitled 
"A  Short  History  of  Chemistry."  Mr.  Wm.  Widdowson 
(hon.  sec )  occupied  the  chair.  Mr.  Allen  sketched  the 
history  of  chemistry  from  the  earliest  periods,  indicating  the 
work  of  Aristotle,  Geber,  Raymond  Lully,  Bacon,  Van "HcI- 
mont,   and   the  alchemists,   Boyle,  Priestley,  Cavendish, 


Lavoisier,  Dalton,  Scheele,  Liebig,  and  others.  His  par 
was  a  graphic  sketch  of  the  progress  of  chemistry.  A  Lea: 
vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  him  for  it.  This  wastheseco 
paper  of  the  session,  the  tirst  of  which  was  read  i 
December  16  by  Mr.  Stanley,  being  "  An  Outline  of  Chemic 
Philosophy   :  this  also  was  an  exhaustive  essay.

Tomal 
matters  worse,  the  women  have  taken  to  "  chewing  camphor 
The  article  has  naturally  caused  some  consteruation  in  officii 
quarters,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  who : 
also  mayor,  has  published  in  the  offending  organ  a  protc; 
against  its  misstatements.  The  Jhiili/  Arivs  makes  but  scat 
apology,  and  flatters  itself  with  having  already  done  soe 
good  in  stirring  up  the  abodes  of  "  red  tape. " 

The  Epidemic  Gets  'Worse. — Small-pox  is  now  won 
than  it  ever  has  been.  The  Lodgemoor  Hospital  will  1 
ready  in  a  day  or  two,  but  too  late  to  be  of  any  real  serra 
in  checking  the  epidemic.  The  inspector  sent  down  by  tl 
Local  Government  Board  holds  that  re- vaccination  is  tt 
only  safeguard  now  that  the  disease  has  got  bevoad  contro 
The  result  has  been,  of  course,  an  increased  demand  fo 
lymph,  and  we  are  told  that  the  run  on  this  article  is  a 
present  unprecedented.  The  treatment  of  Sheffield  mam 
facturers  takes  different  directions.  One  called  all  M 
employes  together  the  other  day  and  told  them  it  was  bi 
wish  that  they  should  take  rhubarb  and  cream  of  tarta 
informing  them  at  the  same  time  that  he  had  madearrangf 
ments  for  them  to  have  regular  baths.

same.  He  has  examined  numerous  samples  of  water,  and 
has  found  no  reason  for  the  "  lively  scare.''  He  dees  not  deny 
the  assertion  (made  on  Mr.  Allen's  authority)  that  some  lead 
does  exist  in  lledmire's  water,  but  cannot  see  how  this  can 
be  removed  by  filtering.  He  calls  upon  Mr.  Allen  to  name 
the  filter  that  removes  lead,  the  chemical  composition  of  the 
filter,  and  the  chemical  reaction  that  takes  place.  Having 
given  vent  to  this  sarcasm,  he  then  makes  a  suggestion,  "  as  a 
sound  scientific  one  "  that  the  introduction  of  carbonic  acid 
during  filtration  will  precipitate  the  lead  as  basic  carbonate, 
and  so  enable  the  filter  to  eliminate  it !  He  winds  up  with 
a  hit  at  the  chairman  of  Maignen's  Filter  Company  for  pub- 
lishing an  advertisement  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  and  a  sneer 
at  Mr.  Huxley  for  his  "  chemical  assumptions  "  and  "  ques- 
tionable hypotheses."  In  the  Telegraph  of  Tuesday  Mr. 
Allen  naturally  crushes  Mr.  Pochin.  He  courteously  invites 
Mr.  Pochin  to  call  at  his  laboratory  and  examine  the  working 
of  a  number  of  filters  which  he  is  now  showing  in  action. 
He  thinks  Mr.  Pochin  will  then  believe  that  filters  remove 
lead,  even  if  he  cannot  explain  the  chemical  reaction  that> 
takes  place.  Mr.  Allen  thinks  that  details  of  chemical  re- 
actions are  out  of  place  in  a  newspaper,  but  thinks  it  due  to 
the  chemists  who  have  read  Mr.  Pochin's  letter  that  the 
latter  should  explain  the  paradox  involved  in  the  precipita- 
tion of  a  "  basic  carbonate  of  lead  "  by  the  introduction  of 
carbonic  acid  gas  into  a  water  already  acid.  ]\Ir.  Allen  does 
not  see  "  that  because  two  negatives  make  an  affirmative, 
therefore  two  acids  will  produce  a  base,  or  even  a  basic  salt." 
In  the  same  paper  'Sir.  Jobson,  chemist  to  Messrs.  Fox  &  Sons, 
calls  attention  to  O'Shea's  paper  on  "  The  FiCtention  of  Lead 
by  Filter-paper,"  read  before  the  Chemical  Society.  "  G.  A.  (\." 
(the  initials  of  a  well-known  pharmacist)  finds  that  1  gallon 
of  water  will  fill  about  115  feet  of  i-inch  pipe;  that,  there- 
fore, in  the  face  of  a  probable  water  famine  people  should 
not  draw  off  more  than  this  quantity  when  emptying  the 
pipes  in  the  morning. 

SOUTH  SHIELDS. 

It  Didx't  Digest. — The  other  day  (says  the  Newcastle 
Leader)  a  man,  who  was  in  great  trouble  of  mind,  entered  a 
chemist's  shop  at  South  Shields.

Dundee. 

A  Valuable  Collection. — Dr.  Carnelley  and  his  father 
have  purchased  and  presented  to  University  College,  Dundee, 
Dr.  Forbes  AVatson's  collection  of  commercial  products.  The 
collection  contains  nearly  7,500  samples  of  Indian  products-. 
There  are  textiles  and  paper-making  materials,  dyes,  oils, 
ums,  resins,  and  no  less  than  2,000  medicinal  substances. 

Dumfries. 

At  the  Police  Court  last  week,  before  Bailie  Kirk,  Susan 
Thomson,  or  Palmer,  pleaded  guilty  to  disturbing  the  peace 
on  the  stair  of  her  house  on  Sunday.  She  urged  in  extenua- 
tion that  she  was  so  drunk  that  she  was  not  responsible  for 
her  actions.  She  added  that  she  had  been  supplied  on  two 
occasions  on  Sunday  with  •'  finish  "  (spirits  of  wine)  by  3Ir. 
Moore,  chemist,  English  Street,  and  that  it  was  by  consuming 
it  that  she  became  intoxicated.  The  magistrate,  in  imposing 
a  fine  of  10.?.,  with  the  alternative  of  ten  days  in  gaol,  said 
he  was  Eorry  that  the  person  who  sold  the  spirits  of  wine 
could  not  be  placed  in  the  dock  along  with  the  prisoner.  He 
was  astonished  that  any  man  calling  himself  a  respectable 
druggist  should  sell  such  stuff  on  Sunday,  when  there  could 
be  no  legitimate  demand  for  it. 

Edinburgh. 

Mr.  Caeteighe,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
has  paid  his  promised  visit  to   Scotland,  attending  the 
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meeting  of  the  Board  of  Examiaeis  held  in  Edinburgh  this 
week. 

An  Inteeestikg  Case.  -At  the  Mid-Lothian  Justice  of 
Peace  Court  on  Tuesday,  James  Sutherland,  tobacco  manu- 
facturer, High  Street,  Edinburgh,  was  charged  with  contra- 
vention of  the  Customs  and  Inland  llcvenue  Act  (1887).  It 
v.'as  alleged  that  in  November  last  he  had  in  his  possession 
for  sale  roll  tobacco  containing  36-7,  38  5,  and  39  5  per  cent,  of 
moisture,  the  limit  being  only  35  percent.  For  the  defence  Dr. 
Stevenson  Macadam,  his  son,  Mr.  Ivison  Macadam,  and 
others  were  placed  in  the  witness-box  to  prove  that  when  the 
tobacco  was  seized  by  the  officers  it  had  not  properly  cooled, 
and  therefore  was  not  "fit  for  sale "  in  the  meaning  of  the 
Act.  Dr.  Stevenson  Macadam  said  he  considered  tobacco 
had  properly  cooled  when  it  had,  after  manufacture,  come 
down  to  the  temperature  of  the  atmosphere.  It  was  con- 
tended for  the  prosecution  that  this  was  erroneous,  and  the 
bench  upheld  this  view.  Sutherland  was  found  guilty  as 
libelled,  and  fined  5/.  for  each  of  the  three  offences,  the 
alternative  being  one  month  in  prison.  Notice  of  appeal  was 
given,

Chemists'  Assistants"  and  ArpRENTicEs'  Association. 
■ — A  meeting  of  this  association  was  held  on  January  20. 
The  business  of  the  evening  was  a  paper  by  Ex-Bailie  Ettles, 
on  "Syrups."  This  proved  to  be  a  most  interesting  and 
valuable  paper.  Many  practical  hints  were  given  as  to  the 
proper  manufacture  of  the  ordinary  officinal  syrups.  i\Ir. 
Ettle.s  spoke  of  the  introduction  of  sacchaiin  in  place  of 
sugar,  more  especially  in  the  aerated-water  business,  but  he 
did  not  think,  from  experiments  which  he  and  others  had 
made,  that  it  was  destined  to  supersede  sugar,  unless, 
perhaps,  it  became  a  great  deal  cheaper  than  it  at  present  is, 
when  the  prospect  of  increased  gain  would  induce  manufac- 
turers to  use  the  comparatively  cheaper  article.  A  long 
discussion  followed.

Harbd  originally  called  his  lotion  "  Penn's  Lotion,"  and 
altera )n  of  title  was  suggested  to  him  by  somebody 
ting  tciim  at  the  Liverpool  Exhibition,  at  which  he  ex- 
ited itlsking  for  a  bottle  of  his  "  Pain-killer."    He  was 
aware  ntil  Messrs.  Perry  Davis  &  Co.  commenced  an 
ion  aj.nst  him  to  restrain  him  from  infringing  their 
de-mai  that  the  word  had  been  registered  by  anybody, 
lenthejspondents,  some  time  ago,  applied  to  that  Court

'ain-ki  r."    He  submitted,  however,  that  there  was  no 
dence  .at  the  word  "  Pain-killer  "  had  ever  been  used  as  a 
de-ma:. 

Vlr.  M  ar,  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Perry  Davis  &  Co.,  re- 
rkedtitthe  affidavits,  which  he  produced,  from  ten  of 
i  chie  wholesale  chemists  in  London  proved  that  the 
ponde  s'  medicine  had  been  known  for  many  years  as 
'arn-k:er,"  both  in  the  trade  and  amongst  the  public.  It 
s  also ilearly  shown  that  this  was  the  case  before  the 
3sing  I  the  Act  of  1875.  In  order  to  show  that  the  word 
ain-k  er"  was  the  respondents',  he  thought  it  was  suffi 
!nt  to  jintto  the  bottle  with  its  label  and  wrapper.  The 
ird  WE  impressed  upon  the  bottle,  and  there  was  a  dis- 
ict  stj.ment  on  the  wrapper  that  "Pain-killer"  was  the 
inutaurers'  trade-mark.  The  Inland  Revenue  stamp 
ixed  teach  bottle  also  contained  the  word  "  Pain-killer." 


He  urged  that,  under  the  circumstances,  the  respondents' 
case  had  been  clearly  made  out. 

Mr.  Whiteway  argued  that  it  would  be  inequitable  to 
deprive  the  respondents  of  a  trade-mark  of  which  they  had 
been  so  long  in  sole  and  undisputed  possession. 

His  lordship,  in  giving  judgment,  said  he  thought  it  was 
quite  clear  that  the  word  "  Pain-killer  "  ought  not  to  have 
been  put  upon  the  register  of  trade-marks.  The  tenth  sec- 
tion of  the  Act  of  1875  provided  that  special  or  distinctive 
words  or  combination  of  ligures  and  letters  used  as  a  trade- 
mark before  the  passing  of  the  Act  could  be  registered 
under  the  Act.  He  thought  there  was  no  doubt  that,  for 
some  purpjoses, words  like  "  Pain-killer  "  must  be  descriptive  ; 
but  that  was  not  the  point  on  which  the  case  turned.  The 
question  was.  Had  the  word  been  used  as  a  trade-mark  before 
the  passing  of  the  Act  ?  that  was  to  say,  had  it  been  used 
alone,  and  not  in  combination  with  any  other  device  ?  The 
bottles  in  which  the  preparation  was  issued  to  the  public  had 
been  produced,  and  he  found  that  the  words  "  Davis's 
Vegetable  Pain-killer "  were  impressed  upon  them.  That 
certainly  could  not  be  regarded  as  the  use  of  the  word  alone, 
as  it  was  combined  with  two  other  words.  The  label 
fastened  on  the  bottle  contained  the  portrait  of  a  venerable 
old  gentleman,  with  the  words  "  Perry  Davis's  Vegetable 
Pain-killer,  manufactured  by,"  &c.,  beneath  it.  Certainly  in 
that  label  there  was  no  use  of  the  word  "  Pain-killer  "  alone. 
The  label,  if  it  was  a  trade-mark,  must  be  taken  altogether. 
The  attempt  to  support  the  registration  had,  therefore,  failed, 
because  it  had  been  shown  that  the  word  "  Pain-killer  "  had 
never  been  used  by  the  respondents  alone,  and  consequently 
had  never  been  used  as  a  trade-mark.  The  fact  that  the 
medicine  was  constantly  inquired  for  under  the  name  of 
"  Pain-killer"  did  not  prove  that  "  Pain-killer  "  was  the  trade- 
mark. It  was  necessary  for  Messrs.  Perry  Davis  &  Co.  to 
show  that  the  word  was  used  as  a  trade- mark  prior  to  the 
passing  of  the  statute  of  1875,  and  the  evidence  was  dis- 
tinctly the  other  way.  If  the  respondents  were  attempting 
to  prevent  others  selling  other  quack  medicines  under  the 
same  name,  the  evidence  they  had  brought  forward  would 
be  very  useful,  (juite  possibly  the  respondents  might  have  a 
right  to  prevent  other  people  selling  medicines  under  the 
name  of  "Pain-killer,"  inasmuch  as  the  use  by  others  of  that 
word  might  tend  to  delude  the  public  into  the  belief  that 
they  were  buying  the  respondents'  preparation  when  they 
were  really  purchasing  that  of  somebody  else.  All  he  had 
now  to  decide  was  whether  the  respondents  had  satisfied  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  of  1875,  by  proving  that  they  had 
used  the  word  "Pain-killer"  as  a  trade-mark  prior  to  the 
passing  of  that  Act.  As  he  had  already  said,  the  proof  was 
the  other  way,  and  he  was  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  mark 
should  be  expunged  from  the  register. 

Mr.  Healy  asked  for  the  costs  of  the  application. 

His  lordship  said  he  could  not  give  costs.  The  applicant, 
on  his  own  confession,  had  adopted  the  word  "  Pain-killer" 
without  the  least  inquiry,  merely  because  some]>ody  had 
written  to  ask  him  about  his  "  Pain-killer."  He  could  not 
absolutely  say  that  Mr.  Harbord  was  not  a  person  aggrieved, 
but  he  had  done  all  he  could  for  him,  and  he  did  not  think 
fit  to  allow  him  any  costs. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORT. 


lie  F.  P.  Denman,  100a  Bow  Common  Lane,  and  Mile  End 
Road,  Physician,  Surgeon,  and  Accoucheur. 

This  debtor  had  a  receiving  order  made  against  his  estate 
on  December  14,  has  since  been  adjudged  bankrupt,  and  an 
order  has  been  made  for  the  summary  administration  of  his 
estate.  The  lirst  meeting  of  creditors  is  fixed  for  January  27, 
and  the  public  examination  for  February  8.  The  accounts 
which  the  bankrupt  has  iiled  show  debts  of  1,133Z.  4«.  3d.,  and 
no  assets.  The  observations  of  the  Official  Receiver  set  forth 
that  the  debtor  purchased  his  present  practice  in  1886  for 
9001.  with  money  given  him  by  his  relatives,  but  the  value  of 
the  practice  proved  less  than  was  represented,  and  his  in- 
come was  less  than  his  expenses.  The  goodwill  of  the 
practice  is  treated  as  of  no  value,  owing  to  increased  com- 
petition in  the  district.  The  bankrupt  is  described  as  for- 
merly of  80  South  Clerk  Street,  Edinburgh,  and  Kelvin  Side, 
Glasgow.

Mr.  S.  M.  Burroughs,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  College  of 
rharmacy  of  Philadelphia,  came  to  London  in  1879  first  of 
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1  to  pce  some  of  the  goods  manufactured  by  Messrs. 
■yetli  ]')s.,  of  Philadelphia,  among  British  pharmacists, 
e  sooE3xtended  his  operations  in  other  directions,  all 
rictly  jarmacentical,  and  when  joined  in  1880  by  Mr.  H. 
Wellciie,  who  was  also  a  graduate  of  the  same  college  of 
larmac'  the  business  established  had  grown  into  one  of 
nsider'Ie  importance.  The  partners  were  both  young 
3n  witi'an  astonishing  amount  of  energy,  thorough  phar-  i 
icist?,  "early  apprehending  the  wants  of  medical  men  and 
th  the  leans  and  willingness  to  supply  these.  They  took 
I  agencs  from  some  of  the  best  American  firms,  and  intro- 
ced  s  cialities  of  their  own.  These  were  brought  before 
;dical  len  and  pharmacists  all  over  the  world  in  lavish 
lie,  bu;he  firm  never  sought  to  influence  the  public  except 
rough 'le  regular  professional  channels.  They  thus  won 
3Conf2nce  of  a  large  number  of  doctors,  and  this,  we 
Dpose.  as  contributed  in  no  inconsiderable  degree  to  the 
narkae  development  of  their  business.  We  described 
Detii:  ago  their  large  works  at  Wandsworth,  where  a 
isidei  )le  part  of  the  space  occupied  is  used  for  the  prepara- 
n  anc  lacking  of  the  Kepler  Extract  of  Malt,  which  pro- 
it  ha.'jeen  for  some  years  owned  and  controlled  solely  liy 
ssrs.  iSurroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.    We  have  also  pre- 


isl  alluded  to  the  artistic  beauty  with  which  their  im- 
npffices  at  the  corner  of  Holborn  Viaduct  are  fitted  and 
lis  id.  These  are  unique  in  the  business  of  pharmacy, 
a;  uch  deserve  a  more  detailed  description, 
he.uilding  is  constructed  of  red  brick  with  stone  facings 
iv  by  pillars  bearing  Corinthian  capitals.  The  entrance 
■h  oiSce  is  between  pillars  of  Peterhead  granite,  with 
it:;,  frieze,  and  gallery  elaborately  carved.  So  far  the 
li  3ture  bears  the  impression  of  the  art-revival  which 
die  so  much  to  change  for  the  better  the  appearance  of 
lii  houses  during  late  years;  but  it  is  only  when  we  enter 
ooe  that  we  get  an  idea  of  how  much  more  fully  that 
V  has  influenced  American  art.  The  internal  arrange- 
it  were  all  designed  by  Mr.  Wellcome,  and  executed 
e  ;he  direction  of  Dr.  Christopher  Dresser,  the  eminent 
3  orator  of  Sutton,  by  English  workmen.  The  wood  used 
Umerican  walnut;.  The  floor  of  the  vestibule  is  made  of 
J;  work,  with  pictorial  insertions  representing  Commerce 
dustry.  The  vestibule  is  very  wide— too  wide,  indeed, 
1  entrance  to  an  oflice— but  this  has  enabled  the 
.cer  to  throw  across  it  an  imposing  screen  of  unpolished 
tt  wood,  with  a  door  at  the  right-hand  side.  This 
'  IS  filled  in  with  bevelled  plate-glass,  the  door  is  simi- 


larly treated,  and  its  furnishings  are  made  of  hammered 
copper.  The  windows,  of  which  there  are  four,  each  contain 
three  walnut-wood  screens,  quaintly  carved  on  the  lower 
part,  and  composed  above  of  intricate  Moorish  or  Bagdad 
spindle-work.  The  centre  of  each  screen  is  filled  in  with  a 
small  plate  of  hammered  copper,  bearing  the  name  of  one 
of  the  firm's  specialities.  Everything  about  the  exterior  of 
the  building  has  a  solidity  which  seems  to  say,  "  We  come 
to  stay,"  and  this  is  no  less  apparent  in  the  interior. 

Our  illustration  shows  the  artistic  arrangement  of  the 
office  better  than  it  can  be  described  in  words  The  premises, 
we  may  here  remark,  are  in  the  form  of  a  half  circle,  but  the 
commonplaceness  of  this  form  is  counteracted  by  a  screen 
with  lialf-moon  galleries,  which  divides  it  into  two  parts, 
the  greater  being  occupied  as  a  general  office,  accommodat- 
ing a  dozen  clerks,  half  of  whom  are  ladies.  But  there  is 
little  of  the  office  tone  about  the  apartment ;  there  is  neither 
the  polished  mahogany,  nor  the  spider-legged  desks  and 
stools:  were  it  not,  indeed,  for  the  2:iresence  of  a  huge 
American  safe,  limed  to  be  opened  at  a  set  hour  each 
morning,  and  messengers  coming  and  going,  the  office  would 
not  impress  one  as  being  connected  with  trade.  The  screen, 
like  all  the  furnishings  of  the  street  floor,  is  made  of  walnut- 
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wood,  with  heavy  mouldings  relieved  by  carving  in  straw- 
plait  style.    The  lower  part  of  it  is  formed  into  a  book-case 
for  bound  volumes  of  periodical  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
literature.  The  half-moon  gallery  is  curtained  with  art-shades 
of  plush,  which  harmonise  beautifully  with  the  dark  un- 
polished walnut.    The  oflice  furniture,  chiefly  consisting  of 
writing-tables  and  a  large  inquiry  table,  are  uniform  in  design 
with   the  screen  and  with  the  chairs  and  settees,  whick 
are   upholstered  in  alligator   hide;   they  form  excellent 
i  specimens  of  art  furniture.    The  gangway  is  controlled  by  a 
!  ponderous  gate  of  hammered  copper,  a  material  which  harmo- 
i  nises  so  well  with  the  wood- work  that  it  is  also  used  for  paper- 
}  weights,  twine-boxes,  and  other  office  utensils.    The  whole 
I  appearance  of  the  office  is  rich  and  artistic.  It  strikes  one  that 
it  has  been  fitted  regardless  of  cost,  but  there  is  not  a  penny- 
worth  about  it,  even  the  statue  of  Liberty  (modelled,  we 
are  told,  by  Bertholdi's  own   hand),   nor   the  American 
eagle  standing  on  the  safe,  which  could  be  spared.  Below  the 
I  office  are  two  basement  floors.    The  lower  one  is  used  partly 
as  an  engine-room,  the  engine  providing  power  for  the  "  lifts 
and  machinery  of  the  printing  department,  and  partly  as  a 
carpenter's  and  mechanics'  shop.    The  floor  over  this  is 
occupied  as  a  packing- room  for  the  home  trade,  and  affords 
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.space  for  a  dozen  packers  to  woik  in,  These  and  other  floors 
are  kept  thoroughly  aired  by  means  of  a  Blackman's  air-pro- 
peller, which  is  connected  with  an  air-shaft  passing  through 
the  whole  building.  All  the  floors  are  connected  by  means 
of  a  spiral  iron  staircase,  and  a  "lift''  for  heavy  goods. 
Ascending  the  staircase  we  first  reach  the  half-moon  gallery, 
which  we  find  utilised  as  a  room  for  lady-clerks,  who  read 
and  write  stenography  and  work  type- writers  with  singular 
rapidity.  The  first  floor  is  divided  into  tliree  apartments, 
which  are  used  by  the  principals  and  their  amanuenses.  The 
rooms  are  cn  s/iite:  the  first  of  them  is  fitted  up  as  a  library 
and  writing-room,  the  furniture  being  in  richly-carved 
English  oak,  the  fireplace  has  an  open  hearth,  and  a  very  old- 
fashioned  appearance  is  given  to  it  by  the  "grate,"  consisting 
of  an  antique  metal  basket  suspended  from  a  crane.  The 
overmantel  is  made  of  oak  relieved  with  small  mirror  inser- 
tions on  bevelled  plate  glass.  In  this  room  is  placed  for  the 
use  of  employes  after  business  hours  a  magnificent  grand 
pianoforte,  and  near  by  is  an  American  organ.  Mr.  Sudlow. 
the  general  manager,  is  an  accomplished  musician,  and 
under  his  guidance  a  good  deal  of  excellent  harmony  is 
produced.  The  next  room  is  used  by  Mr.  Burroughs,  and  is 
triangular  in  shape.  There  is  little  pretension  in  the  fur- 
nishing of  this  room  ;  an  ordinary  writing-cabinet  stands  in 
one  corner,  and  beside  it  a  revolving  book-stand  containing 
the  most  modern  medical  and  pliarmaceuiicil  text  and 
reference  books,  such  as  Ringer's  "  Therapeutics,"'  Lauder 
Brunton's  "  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,"'  Kirke's 
"Physiology,"  Remington's  "  Pharmacy,"  &c.,  the  authors  of 
which  by  their  writings  assist  in  the  compilation  of  the 
attractive  and  instructive  advertisements  of  the  firm.  The 
presence  of  a  chemical  test  cabinet  in  this  room  shows 
that  experimentation  is  a  part  of  the  work  done  in  it. 
The  third  room  of  the  suite  is  used  by  Mr.  Wellcome,  and 
is  furnished  as  a  library,  although  hunting  trophies,  works 
of  art  from  countries  visited  by  the  occupant,  a  striking 
statuette  of  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  and  a  varied  selection 
of  general  literature,  give  it  less  the  look  of  a  commercial 
room  and  more  the  appearance  of  a  bachelor's  den.  The 
ilecoration  of  this  suite  of  rooms  and  their  furnishings 
are  of  a  highly  artistic  character,  yet  quiet  in  tone.  The 
second  floor  is  occupied  as  a  stockroom,  as  is  also  the  floor 
above  it.  All  the  stock  is  kept  in  enclosed  cupboards,  which 
occupy  the  whole  of  the  floor-space,  narrow  passages 
running  between  them.  The  stock,  consisting  as  it  does 
principally  of  tabloids,  is  not  of  a  heavy  character,  and  is 
replenished  every  day  from  the  factory,  where  it  is  sent 
out  ready  packed  in  boxes  for  distribution.  The  work  in 
the  city  premises  consists  chiefly  of  filling  city  and  home 
orders,  export  orders  being  executed  at  the  factory.  The  top 
floor  is  occupied  by  a  staff  of  seven  printers  and  compositors, 
who  execute  a  large  part  of  the  printing  work  required  by 
the  firm,  such  as  labels,  handbills,  &c. 

Parallel  with  their  business  success,  and  not  altogether  un- 
associatcd  with  it,  Messrs.  Burroughs  &  Wellcome  have  won  a 
social  reputation  of  a  notable  character.  In  their  Ilolborn 
Viaduct  parlours,  or  at  their  private  receptions,  are  to  be  met 
from  time  to  time  many  of  the  distinguished  Americans  who 
visit  this  country.  Outside  his  busicess  Mr.  Burroughs  is  an 
ardent  supporter  of  the  Anti-Poverty  Le.ngue  founded  by  Mr. 
Henry  George,  and  he  is  often  to  be  found  in  unexpected 
quarters  of  London  assisting  in  the  promotion  of  social  re- 
forms. His  extraordinary  fluency  of  ideas  and  of  language, 
and  the  quaint  and  original  forms  in  which  he  clothes  his 
thoughts  and  beliefs,  make  his  speeches  and  conversation 
peculiarly  attractive.  .Mr.  Wellcome  has  won  a  place  in 
literature  as  well  as  in  commercial  pursuits,  but  avoids 
mixing  in  politics,  and,  though  progressive,  holds  views  of  a 
Conservative  tendency.  He  holds  the  medal  of  the  Royal 
Humane  Socie'y,  awarded  to  him  two  or  three  years  ago  "for 
the  gallant  rescue  of  a  young  lady  in  one  of  the  locks  of  the 
Thames.  In  literary  and  arti-tic  circles  .Mr.  Wellcome  is 
always  popular.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Lotos  Club  of  New 
York,  and  is  the  author  of  the  "Story  of  IMetlakahtla  "  and 
various  papers.  He  has  entertained  Mr.  H.  I\L  Stanley  and 
other  distinguished  citizens  of  both  hemispheres.  During 
the  past  few  weeks  he  has  been  actively  interested  in  the 
search  respecting  the  disappearance  and,  as  now  believed, 
the  murder  of  his  friend  Mr.  Archibald  McNeill. 

i\Iessrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  and  their  stafiE  work 
together  on  terms  of  cordial  friendship,  the  latter  sharing  by 
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a  system  of  bonuses  in  the  prosperity  of  the  firm.  Acci^ 
ing  to  their  system  a  definite  and  uniform  percentage' 
the  profits  is  divided  every  year  amor.g  all  the  empk 
in  proportion  to  the  salary  of  each.    The  partners  have  b 
travelled  extensively,  and  between  them  have  ia  per 
introduced  their  goods  to  pharmacists  and  doctors  in  ir 
parts  of  the  civilised  world.    Their  special  representati ' 
still  follow  their  track^  and  the  manufactures  and  re 
lalion  of  Messrs.  BurrOTighs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  have  beco' 
by  this  time  recognised  in  all  the  colonies  and  in  m' 
foreign  couBtries.    Their  general  manager,  Mr.  Sudlow,  a 
chief  cashier,  Mr.  Kirby,  have  occupied  their  present  pcj 
tions  since  the  formation  of  the  firm. 
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UNDER  the  title  of  "  The  Great  I'ight  between  the 'Gat 
Globule'  and  the  '  Pharmacopccian  I'et,'  Punch  has 
picture  representing  a  half-pint  bottle  of  mixture  having, 
lively  contest  with  a  tube  of  pilules,  and  adding  the  foUowii!

M.  Chabot-Karlen,  not  being  a 
phEnacist,  said  nothing  of  olnim  vwrrluta-,  but  as  Marseilles 
pece  are  an  oil-loving  race  of  men,  we  may  soon  expect  to 
fee.trican  cod-liver  oil  quoted  on  price-lists  and  offered  on 
thfaarket. 

-no's  Alcohol  Process.— Much  persistent  noise  is 
fee  up  about  M.  Yvor  Bang's  method  of  purifying  and  test- 
in;  commercial  spirits.    The  tests  are  simple  enough;  — 


(1)  For  head  impurities  ("that  is,  aldehyds,  methyl,  &c.)  he 
recommends  the  addition,  without  previous  distillation,  of 
caustic  .soda  or  potash,  whicli,  on  heating  to  60'^  C,  affords 
with  impure  alcohols  a  colouration  ranging  from  straw- 
yellow  to  black.  (2)  For  tail  impurities  (that  is,  the  higher 
alcohols,  furfurol,  &c.)  he  directs  the  alcohol  to  be  mixed 
with  as  much  light  petroleum  as  it  will  dissolve,  and  then 
shaken  with  five  or  six  volumes  of  water.  I  he  petroleum 
will  carry  off  all  the  impurities  which  can  now  be  detected 
by  agitation  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid,  various  colours 
being  observed,  according  to  the  sort  of  impurity.  The 
purification  processes  are  just  the  converse,  and  consist  in 
removing  aldehyds  by  means  of  alkalies,  and  higher  alcohols 
with  light  petroleum.  Such  are  the  general  features  of  the 
processes,  which  are  open  to  the  following  criticisms: — The 
test  for  aldehyds,  to  begin  with,  is  delusive,  for  aldehyd-free 
alcohol  on  being  kept  in  oak  barrels  unprotected  with  glue, 
will  afford  a  yellow  or  brown  tinge  with  alkalies,  as  most 
American  pharmacists  have  known  for  the  past  twenty  years. 
The  test  for  higher  alcohol  may  be  more  reliable,  but  good' 
French  authorities  question  it,  as  well  as  the  rectifying  pro- 
cess, thinking  them  in  no  way  superior  to  those  in  vogue  in 
well-conducted  rectifying  establishments.  But  now,  Bang's 
process  being  patented,  a  notorious  Bourse  speculator  is 
pushing  forward  the  formation  of  a  joint-stock  company  for 
working  it.  It  would  be  unjust  to  blame  the  inventor  for 
patenting  his  process,  or  to  make  him  responsible  for  the 
doings  of  stock-jobbers,  but  it  is  well  not  to  accept  without 
discount  the  fulsome  eulogies  lavished  on  the  new  under- 
taking. 

GERMAN  PHARMACEUTICAL  NEWS. 


{From  our  Berlin  Correspondent.') 

Values  of  Pharmacies. — As  you  are  aware,  the  opening 
of  chemists'  businesses  in  Germany  is  dependent  upon  a 
special  "  concession,"  so  that  an  established  pharmacy 
becomes  a  property  which  commands  a  high  price,  and  is 
eagerly  sought  after.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  name  some 
specimen  prices  given  for  goodwill  in  recent  years.  In 
the  neighbourhood  of  Oppeln  the  "  Einhorn  Apotheke,"  in 
Ratibor,  was  in  1880  sold  for  385,000m.  (19,250/'.)  but  in 
1886  the  same  concern  fetched  295,000m.  (14,750/.) ;  a  busi- 
ness in  Kattowitz  which  was  opened  in  1876  under  a  free 
licence  from  Government  realised  ten  years  later  225,000m.  ; 
another  in  Landsberg  which  in  1868  changed  hands  for 
36,000m.  was  disposed  of  in  1886  for  53,000m.,  while  in  the 
following  year  it  was  again  sold  twice,  lust  at  68,000m.,  and 
next  at  66,000m.  ;  a  fourth  (at  Antonienhiitte)  brought 
117,000m.  in  1882,  while  in  1886  and  1887  it  was  valued  at 
150,000  and  160,000m.  respectively;  and  in  Landshiitte  in 
1876  we  ilnd  a  fifth  selling  for  141,000m.,  for  which  now 
195,000m.  is  a&ked.  Businesses  are  mainly  estimated  ac- 
cording to  the  annual  takings  (seven  or  eight  times  which 
sum  is  reckoned  as  their  selling  price).  It  may  be  asked 
how  such  facts  accord  with  the  statements  made  last  week 
about  small  profits  and  bad  times.  The  reason  for  the  ap- 
parent anomaly  must  be  sought  in  the  growth  of  the  patent- 
medicine  business.  The  sale  of  a  dozen  boxes  of  a  patent 
pastille  yields  perhaps  less  profit  than  the  dispensing  of  five 
shilling  prescriptions.  So  long,  therefore,  as  the  old  ratio  of 
value  is  maintained  in  these  new  times  the  sale  of  a  business 
is  more  profitable  than  "  running  "  it. 

German  Patents.  -The  Imperial  "Patentamf  (Patent 
Office)  has  published  a  record  of  the  operations  of  the  past 
year.  Applications  for  patented  rights  have  slightly  fallen 
off  in  number,  and  out  of  the  9.904  only  3,882  have  been 
considered  deserving  of  protection.  The  clo.se  scrutiny  of 
specifications  which  is  practised  debars  many  inventions  from 
patent  rights  here.  Out  of  the  3,882  above  named  patents, 
1,321  were  given  to  foreigners.  Foreign  inventors  need  not 
despair  of  doing  business  in  Germany,  however,  even  if  they 
cannot  get  a  patent.  Practical  value  and  reasonable  prices 
are  only  necessary  to  secure  business,  and  foreign  articles  are 
always  regarded  in  our  country  with  an  admiring  wonder 
which  seriously  handicaps  home  products.  Further,  all 
patents  do  not  seem  to  be  as  remunerative  as  was  expected, 
for  out  of  42,451,  30,939  have  been  allowed  to  lapse  by 
omission  of  the  requisite  fees. 
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German  Students. — The  number  of  students  in  Germany 
in  the  different  universities  during  this  "  semester  "  lias  been 
.26,945,  of  which  Berlin  has  attracted  to  itself  5,473,  the 
largest  number  in  any  one  town.  Medical  students'  total, 
■  8,630 ;  and  of  foreign  students  there  are  1,644,  of  whom  601 
study  in  Berlin. 

T]iE  Speioiiert  Case. — The  death  is  just  announced  of 
the  apotheker  Speichert,  who  was  the  accused  in  a  mysterious 
arsenic  poisoning  trial  (the  supposed  victim  being  liis  wife) 
first  commenced  some  years  ago.  Speicliert  was  then  sen- 
tenced to  death  (a  sentence  afterwards  commuted  to  penal 
servitude  for  life).  Considerable  diversity  of  opinion  was 
rife  at  the  time  about  the  analysis  of  the  body  of  the  poisoned 
woman,  and  during  the  last  year  the  body  is  said  to  have 
been  again  exhumed  and  analysed.  The  case  gave  rise  to 
considerable  disputation  among  authorities, and  the  researches 
of  scientists  showed  almost  beyond  question  that  it  was  well- 
nigh  impossible  to  obtain  reagents  absolutely  free  from 
minute  traces  of  arsenic. 

Popular  Medicines. — In  my  last  I  mentioned  some  pro- 
prietary remedies  prescribed  by  medical  men.  I  will  now 
give  some  information  concerning  the  official  medicines  most 
favoured  by  physicians.  There  is  not  much  difference  in 
various  places  in  the  materia  medica,  and  doctors  do  not 
seem  to  use  any  great  variety  of  drugs.  In  a  business,  for 
instance,  where  seventy  or  eighty  prescriptions  are  dispensed 
daily,  from  fifteen  to  twenty  call  for  infus.  ipecacuanha;, 
■which  is  regarded  as  a  kind  of  universal  panacea.  Of  course 
in  such  a  pharmacy  the  concentrated  infusion  1?.0  will  be 
kept,  being  made  every  few  days,  concentrated  infusions 
generally  not  being  legal  here.  Sometimes  instead  of  ipeca- 
cuanha we  find  quillaia,  which  is  believed  to  be  more  effica- 
cious in  cough,  especially  among  children.  The  infusion  is 
made  of  the  strength  1  drachm  drug  to  4  oz.  water.  Mor- 
phine is  more  extensively  employed  here  than  in  England,  form- 
ing an  ingredient  of  nearly  one-third  of  all  prescriptions.  Most 
frequently  it  is  dispensed  in  the  form  of  drops  in  solution 
■with  aq.  lauro-cerasi.  The  use  of  the  subcutaneous  solution 
has  somewhat  decreased,  and  many  medical  men  now  adopt, 
•with  much  satisfaction,  the  "  tabloids  "  of  Burroughs,  Well- 
come &,  Co.  The  third  main  element  of  the  German  prescrip- 
tion is  Dover's  powder. 

A  New  Antiseptic. — While  writing  this  I  learn  that 
alpha-oxynaphthoic  acid  has  been  completely  investigated  at 
the  Bacteriological  Institute  of  Dresden,  and  shows  that  in 
solution  with  borax,  or  soft  soap,  it  exerts  an  exceedingly 
powerful  antiseptic  action.

^nd  calum  carbonate. 

Synthesis  of  Glucose. 

THEynthesis  of  glucose  has  been  accomplished  by  Drs. 
Emil  I  cher  and  J.  Tafel,  who  started  with  acrolein  (C^H^O), 
the  al'  hyd  of  allyl  alcohol :  this  was  converted  into  the 
dibron'^e,  and  on  the  removal  of  the  bromine  with  baryta- 
water  e  glucose  was  formed,  and  was  removed  from  solu- 
tion I  precipitation  with  phenyl  hydrazine  as  a  hydrazine 
compcid  of  the  formula  C,„H;,N,0,  (which  is  identical  with 
the  fo  lula  of  the  compound  formed  between  hydrazine  and 
ordina-  glucose),  and  the  melting-point,  205°  C.,  was  found 
to  be  le  same  in  both  cases.  The  phenyl  hydrazine  com- 
pound )n  reduction  yielded  a  base,  CgHi.NO,,  which  was 
denitr  enised  on  treatment  with  nitrous  acid,  and  the  solu- 
tion oi;3vaporation  yielded  a  l)right  brown  syrup,  free  from 
nitrog>  and  ash,  of  a  sweet  taste  and  capable  of  reducing 
Fehlir's  solution,  but  it  was  found  to  be  optically  inactive. 

l|  Eai-,  Pipi. 

Ra:  Pipi  is  the  seed  of  Petlveria  hexaqlocldn,  a  plant 
fcelonpg  to  the  order  Pliytolo.eecr,  and  found  in  Brazil.  The 
Petiv.  re  occur  in  the  '  south  of  North  America,  South 
Amen,  and  the  West  Indies,  in  bare  places,  meadows,  &.C., 
as  sm'l  bushy  plants  with  clusters  of  white  blossoms  and 
pale-pen  oval  leaves.

Mucilage  Secreticn.s  in  Plants. 
^,^^0KDING  to  Messrs.  Walter  Gardiner  and  Tokutaro  Ito 
(''A.als  of  Botany,"  vol.  i.  No.  1)  mucilage  is  not  always 
the  i.;ult  of  degradation  of  the  cell  wall.  As  the  result  of 
an  eoorate  series  of  observations  on  the  development  of  the 
muc'ige  cells  oiBlechnm  nccidcnta,h\  L.,  they  conclude  that 
the  .ucilage  of  these  cells  is  ^x'crctcd  by  the  protoplasm. 
At  t;es  Its  origin  in  the  endoplasm  in  the  form  of  .'^mall 
aro]  whiph  grow  to  a  definite  .size ;  their  formation  con- 
tinu.  until  the  endoplasm  is  nil  used  up  and  the  cell  is  full. 
J-jy  e  use  of  certain  stains  it  was  shown  that  the  remains  of 
iiiendoplasm  formed  a  delicate  reticulum  enclosing  the 


mucilage  drops,  each  drop  being  surrounded  by  a  strand  of 
protoplasm.  The  entoplasm  lined  the  cell  wall,  and  so  sur- 
rounded the  whole  system  of  drops. 

The  development  of  the  drops  does  not,  however,  stop  here. 
They  begin  to  secrete  tannin,  and  accompanying  this  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  density  takes  place  ;  a  delicate  reticula- 
tion may  now  be  seen  in  each  of  the  drops,  and  ultimately  a 
number  of  droplets  make  their  appearance  embedded  in  the 
reticulum  of  the  drop,  just  as  the  drops  are  embedded  in  the 
reticulum  of  the  protoplasm.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the 
droplets  contain  no  tannin,  although  its  presence  was  proved 
in  the  groundwork  of  the  drop.  Accompanying  the  mucilage- 
secretion  by  the  protoplasm,  hydration  of  the  inner  layers  of 
the  cell  wall  takes  place,  with  the  production  of  a  kind  of 
mucilage  This  serves  to  weaken  the  cell  wall,  and  so  facili- 
tate the  escape  of  the  secreted  mucilage. 

Assay  of  Cojimercial  Carbolic  Compounds. 
By  Dr.  John  Muter,  F.R.i^.E.,  and  L.  de  Konnigh,  F.I.C. 

The  analysis  of  carbolic  compounds  is  now  becoming  a 
matter  of  considerable  importance  to  the  chemist,  and  the 
authors  have  examined  the  various  known  methods,  anc? 
suggest  in  the  Analyst  the  following  as  the  most  prac- 
ticable : — 

/'((/•  CarloVic  Powder  (n-HIwuf  lime). —  Digest  100  grammes- 
with  400  c  c.  of  methylated  spirit  for  two  hours,  with  occa- 
sional agitation  ;  allow  to  settle,  decant  300  c.c.  of  the  clear 
solution, and  shake  this  well  with  200  c  c.  of  5-per-ccnt.  sodium- 
hydrate  solution.  Evaporate  to  one- half  (250  c  c),  at  which 
point  tar  oils  and  naphthaline  crystallise  out ;  filter,  and 
evaporate  to  50  c.c.  This  is  now  transferred  to  a  tube  made 
by  Cetti,  of  Brooke  Street,  Ilolborn,  and  known  as  "  Muter's 
Carbolimeter."  [The  carbolimeter  is  a  stoppered  tube 
which  holds  110  c  c.  It  is  wide  at  the  base,  and  is  narrowed 
at  65  c.c.  from  the  bottom.  The  first  graduation  is  at  20  c.c  , 
the  second  at  65  c.c,  and  from  that  to  110  c.c.  the  gradua- 
tions are  at  each  0  25  c.c.  The  contents  may  be  stirred  with 
a  rod,  the  displacement  of  which  should  be  ascertained.]' 
The  carbolimeter  and  its  contents  arc  placed  in  cold  or  iced 
water,  and  very  cautiously,  and  with  constant  stirring  25  c.c. 
of  strong  hydrochloric  acid  and  a  teaspoonful  of  common 
salt  are  added.  All  the  phenols  now  rise  to  the  surface,  and 
when  the  whole  is  at  the  temperature  of  60°  Fahr.,  the  volume 
is  read  oIT,  wliich  gives  the  amount  of  commercial  carbolic 
acid  present  in  the  75  grammes  of  powder. 

Par  CarlwUc  Ptnrders  containing  lime,  or  with  the  aciil 
otherwise  combined,  a  modification  of  the  process  is  required. 
This  simply  consists  in  treating  the  powder  in  a  large  mortar 
with  dilute  sulphuric  acid  until  it  has  an  acid  reaction.  Then 
proceed  as  described  above. 

For  Carbolic  Acid. — If  the  sample  is  dark  in  colour,  put 
some  of  it  into  the  carbolimeter  up  to  the  20- c.c.  mark,^ 
then  add  5-per-cent.  sodium  hydrate  solution  up  to  the  100-c.c. 
mark,  and  lastly  10  c.c.  of  benzol.  Put  in  the  stopper,  and 
having  inverted  the  tube  once  or  twice,  plunge  it  into  cold 
water.  Pvepeat  this  shaking  and  cooling  until  the  separation 
is  complete.  Head  off  the  volume  of  the  dark  layer,  which 
will  now  have  formed  beneath  the  100  c.c.  mark,  and  the 
amount  of  this  will  give  the  tar-oils,  &c  ,  present  in  the 
sample.  Provided  there  is  no  excess  of  water,  this  amount  is 
deducted  from  20  c.c,  and  the  difference  multiplied  by  five- 
gives  the  percentage  strength  of  the  sample.  Excess  of  water 
(which  is  of  very  rare  occurrence)  is  best  ascertained  by 
adding  some  of  the  sample  to  three  times  its  volume  of 
benzol,  when  it  should  dissolve  quite  clear  if  there  be  no 
such  excess. 

I  f  the  sample  is  not  darker  than  pale  sherry,  try  if  it 
dissolves  nearly  clear  in  four  times  its  volume  of  5-per-cent. 
sodium  hydrate  solution,  and  if  so,  it  may  be  taken  as 
practically  free  from  tar-oils.  If  not,  treat  it  as  above, 
using,  however,  only  a  very  small  fixed  volume  of  the  benzol. 

In  examining  samples  of  pure  carbolic  acid  in  the  liquefied 
form,  specific  gravity  practically  goes  for  nothing.  The  points 
to  determine  are  : — (1)  That  it  should  entirely  dissolve  to  a 
perfectly  clear  solution  in  four  times  its  volume  of  5-per-ceut. 
solution  of  sodium  hydrate ;  (2)  that,  when  shaken  with  aR 
excess  of  saturated  solution  of  sodium  chloride,  as  already 
described,  it  suffers  no  diminution  in  volume;  (3)  when 
treated  with  bromine  water  in  excess  it  gives  a  fine  curdy 
precipitate,  not  at  all  inclined  to  stick  to  tlse  tube.

The 
paten'ie  details  the  process  to  which  he  subjects  each  of  the 
abov€  amed  substances — it  simply  consisting  of  decoction 
of  th' roasted  or  unroasted  substance,  and  evaporation  of 
the  dcDction  to  the  consistence  of  an  extract.  The  coffee

Surical  Splints.  (No.  3,516.  1882.)  The  invention  of 
Edga  Porteous,  of  Antwerp,  and  communicated  by  Henry 
Hide  M.R.C.S.  It  consists  of  splints  of  woollen  felt  com- 
binecwith  slag  or  glass  wool.  The  splints  are  made  by 
■soakij  a  suitable  sized  piece  of  the  felt  in  a  bath  of  boiling 
•watejontaining  a  little  salicylic  acid,  and  moulding  the 
felt  1  the  form  of  the  limb,  &c.,  while  it  is  soft.  A  litter  of 
the  sne  material  is  described,  also  the  fastenings  for  splints, 
whicareot  the  usual  character.  The  specification  (illus- 
trate) is  6d. 

CWfying  Saccharine  Solutions.  (No.  3,397.  1883,) 
Comunicated  by  Mr.  11.  II.  Lake  on  behalf  of  Henry  A, 
Hug is,  of  Camden,  New  Jersey,  U.S.A.,  and  refers  to  sugar 
'Dian  acture.  To  the  cane  juice  is  added  a  quantity  of  milk 
■of  he,  and  sulphurous  acid  gas  is  then  passed  into  the 
mixire,  the  whole  being  thoroughly  agitated  meanwhile. 
Ihi.'  as  the  effect  of  precipitating  the  colouring  matter  and 
oth«;impurities,  but  not  the  gum  or  mucilage. 

G.den  Sulphuret  of  Antimony.  (No.  3,777.  1883.) 
Ihioatent  also  has  an  American  origin,  and  consists  of  a 
""1  °l  preparing  the  golden  sulphuret  or  penta- 
suijide  of  antimony.  The  inventor  boils  a  mixture  of 
povered  black  antimony  and  sulphur  in  a  solution  of 
cauic  soda  or  potash  for  several  hours,  allowing  the  solution 
O  S  tie,  decanting  the  clear  portion  and  precipitating  the 
atnmony  with  sulphuric  or  hydrochloric  acid.  But  the 
«ia.  antimony  and  the  .sulphur  may  be  boiled  separately  in 


a  solution  of  soda,  the  solutions  being  afterwards  mixed. 
The  proportions  which  are  used  are  : — 

(1.)  Black  antimoET,  1  lb.;  saturated  .solution  of  cau.-5tic 
soda,  8  (1.  oz. 

(2)  Sulphur,  2  lbs,;  caustic  soda,  1  lb.;  water,  q.s.  to 
dissolve  the  soda. 

The  antimony  solution  should  be  made  at  60°  F.,  and  8  oz. 
of  the  sulphur  solution  only  are  to  be  mixed  with  the  above 
quantity  of  antimony  solution. 

Extract  of  Orchal.  (No,  4,083.  1883  )  Communicated 
by  B.  J.  B.  Mills  on  behalf  of  J.  B.  Peter,  of  St.  Etienne,  and 
consists  of  the  use  of  gaseous  ammonia  instead  of  liquid 
ammonia  in  treating  tinctorial  lichens. 

Sponge  Substitute.  (No.  4,107.  1883.)  The  invention 
of  the  late  Mr.  Sampson  Garngee,  of  Birmingham.  A  sponge 
substitute  for  hospital  use  may  be  made  as  follows : — First 
make  an  inner  ball  of  a  coarse  fibre  (cocoanut),  then  a  layer 
of  cotton  wool,  next  a  layer  of  wood  thread  or  fibre,  and 
again  a  layer  of  cotton  wool ;  lastly  a  layer  of  finer  wood 
fibre  or  hemp,  a  third  layer  of  cotton  wool,  and  a  gauze  bag 
to  keep  the  whole  together.   Absorbent  cotton  must  be  used. 

Anaesthetics.  (No.  4,201.  1883.)  The  inventor  (Mr. 
U.  K.  Mayo,  Mass ,  U.S.A.)  improves  nitrous  oxide  gas  for 
dental  purposes  by  passing  it  through  a  tincture  made  from 
the  following  formula  :

The 
antiseptics  are  not  named,  but  it  is  stated  that  the  articles 
made  may  be  used  as  disinfectants,  or  for  the  cure  of 
bronchial  affections,  scrofula,  syphilis,  asthma,  phthisis,  or 
other  complaints  susceptible  of  being  treated  by  vaporised 
medicinal  substances. 

This  consists  of 
improvements  in  the  production  of  solutions  for  use  as  anti- 
septics, &c.,  obtained  from  turpentine  or  any  essential  oil 
containing  a  terpene  (C,„H,5),  and  is  based  on  a  previous 
patent.  No.  274  of  1876.  The  first  part  of  the  present  speci- 
fication relates  to  the  apparatus  ;  the  second  part  consists  in 
the  employment  of  sea  water  instead  of  ordinary  water  for 
the  preservation  of  the  peroxide  of  hydrogen  formed  ;  and  the 
third  part  relates  to  the  combination  with  the  aqueous  solu- 
tion of  borax,  salicylic  acid,  phenol,  iodine,  and  other  anti- 
septic bodies.

A  Home-made  Show-case. 

Messes.  Wm.  Stewart  &  Co.,  of  Southampton,  send  us 
a  neat  and  effective  "  Home-made  show-case,"  which  on  this 
occasion  they  fill  with  the  pure  crushed  linseed  .is  advertised 
by  them,  but  they  recommend  the  notion  for  the  exhibition 
of  various  drugs.  The  case  is  an  oblong  box  7.j  inches  long 
by  5^,  inches  wide,  3^  inches  deep  at  back  and  2  \  at  front, 
and  with  the  top  forming  a  hinged  lid.  The  top,  front,  and 
ends  consist  entirely  of  glass,  whilst  the  bottom  and  back 
are  of  wood.  The  wooden  edges  are  concealed  by  pink  tape 
glued  on,  and  the  interior  of  the  bottom  and  back  is  covered 
with  waxed  paper  also  glued  on.  A  ticket-pin  of  brass  wire 
is  inserted  in  the  wooden  back. 


To  make  the  box  the  materials  required  are — old  Pears" 
three  dozen  unscented  soap  boxes  or  other  pieces  of  planed 
board  ir  to  A  inch  thick,  old  pieces  of  sheet  glass  such  as 
covers  of  Id-  violet  powder  boxes,  broken  window  panes,  &c., 
a  hank  of  i-inch  pink  tape  from  the  drapers,  Ihd.,  a  6(/. 
bottle  of  Judson's  liquid  glue,  a  few  or  1  inch  1)rads  (nails), 
a  piece  of  brass  wire  inch  thick  to  make  ticket  pins.  The 
tools  required  are  merely  a  hammer,  saw,  bradawl,  and  a 
6  I.  glass-cutter. 

The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  cut  the  boards  to  size  for  back 
and  bottom,  then  nail  the  back  on  to  the  back  edge  of  the 
bottom,  first  covering  the  surfaces  to  be  united  with  liquid 
glue.  Cut  the  glass  to  sizes  for  ends  and  front,  taking  care 
to  make  the  end  pieces  long  enough  to  project  forward  be- 
yond the  bottom  board  just  enough  to  receive  the  thickness 
of  the  front  pane,  glue  the  end  pieces  on  flush  with  the 
under  side  of  the  bottom  and  with  the  outside  of  l)ack,  then 
glue  the  front  pane  on  to  the  front  edge  of  the  bottom  and 
lietwcen  the  end  pieces.  Then  measure  and  cut  out  the  lid, 
makino-  it  wide  enough  to  reach  to  the  outside  edge  of  the 
liack.  °Glue  together  by  overlapping  the  edges  of  two  pieces 
of  tape  to  make  a  hinge  (or  get  a  piece  of  1-inch  tape  instead 
of  i-inch  for  this  purpose),  and  glue  to  the  upper  side  of  the 
lid  and  to  the-back  of  the  case.  Glue  a  piece  of  ^-inch  tape 
round  the  front  and  liothendsat  foot  to  cover  the  glued 
cdo-es  of  bottom,  and  do  the  same  at  each  end  of  the  back. 
The  case  is  now  complete  but  for  a  pin  to  carry  the  name 
and  price-ticket ;  this  is  made  by  twisting  a  double  ring  on 
one  end  of  a  piece  of  brass  wire,  and  inserting  the  other  end 
through  the  back  of  the  case  in  a  downward  and  forward 
directfon.

Eefsring  to  the  approaching  revision  of  the  United 
States 'harmacopoeia  and  the  prospects  of  perpetuating  the 
parts-1 -weight  system  therein,  the  Wcntem  Druggist  states 
that  '^•omdata  received  from  all  sections,  representing  as 
accurjily  as  could  possibly  be  obtained  the  real  status  of 
the  syem,  the  fact  is  disclosed  that  less  than  5  per  cent,  of 
the  dijgists  of  the  United  States  make  their  preparations 
parts- -weight,  and  these  only  experimentally.  Of  these  5 
per  C€;.  less  than  one- half  favour  the  retention  of  the  parts- 
t>y-Wf  ht,  while  the  greater  portion  have  no  objection  to  the 
metri'jystem,  and  weight  and  volume  being  incorporated  in 
tlie  nit  revision,  provided  alternate  quantities  in  troy  and 
naid  sasures  be  given."  It  seems,  therefore,  that  the  well- 
Enow  aphorism  "sohds  by  weight,  liquids  by  measure,"  is 
as  po  liar  in  the  States  as  here. 


A  New  Method  for  Making  Suppositories. 

M.  Leboutte  has  recently  contributed  to  the  Bull,  de  la  Soe. 
de  Ph.  de  Bruxelles  a  note  on  what  he  terms  a  new  method  for 
preparing  suppositories,  although  we  may  recall  the  fact  that 
a  similar  method  was  communicated  to  this  journal  some 
time  ago  by  Mr.  Adolf  Vomacka  and  others.  The  method  ia 
specially  suitable  for  incorporating  such  substances  as  iodo- 
form, green  extracts,  cocaine  hydrocblorate,  and  others, 
which  are  altered  or  do  not  mix  well  with  hot  cacao-butter. 
M.  Leboutte  directs  a  suitable  quantity  of  cacao-butter  to  be 
powdered  in  a  mortar,  mix  witb  it  the  medicinal  substance, 
then  add  a  little  powdered  soap,  and  when  the  mixture  is 
thoroughly  reduced  to  powder,  add  a  little  water,  and  beat 
into  a  mass  in  the  same  way  as  a  pill-mass  is  made.  The 
mass  may  then  be  divided  into  cones  by  hand  or  by  the  aid 
of  an  ordinary  suppository-mould. 

[Cascara  Cordial. 

As  we  now  have  in  this  country  an  unofficial  representative 
of  this  popular  preparation,  it  is  interesting  to  compare  it 
with  the  formula  which  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  published 
in  1882,  and  which  is  as  follows  : —

Pack  the  coriander, 
berberis,  and  angelica  (previously  reduced  to  a  coarse  powder)  in  a  perco- 
lator and  displace  with  diluted  alcohol,  in  which  the  oils  have  been  pre- 
viously dissolved.  Lastly  mix  the  cascara  solution,  the  aromatic  tincture, 
and  the  tincture  of  cudl)ear  together,  and  then  add  the  fluid  extract  of 
liquorice  and  enough  water  to  make  the  product  measure  1  litre.

fpmS  disease  of  the  horse  is  often  ncet  with  in  a  form  so 
J-  apparently  distinct  from  glanders  as  to  be  considered  a 
separate  affection  by  most  horse-owners ;  but  the  frequency 
with  which  it  runs  on  to  glanders,  and  its  intimate  associa- 
■tion  with  that  malady,  make  it  all  but  impossible  to  treat  of 
the  subjects  separately.  Glanders  and  farcy  were  recognised 
and  described  by  Aristotle  ("  De  Hist.  Anim.,"  lib.  viij. 
c.  XXV.)  and  by  Vegetius  ("  Vegetii  Eenati  Artis  Veterin.," 
lib.  j.  c.  vij.),  and  variously  called  morbus  liumidus,  capitis 
morbus,  cymoira,  these  terms  referring  more  particularly  to 
glanders ;  and  vermis  volatuus,  farcina  equi,  morbus  farci- 
mosus,  &c.,  applying  to  what  we  now  call  farcy. 

These  diseases  were  formerly  much  more  common  than 
now,  and  were  largely  due  to  the  insanitary  conditions  under 
which  horse.?,  mules,  and  asses  formerly  lived  ;  the  want  of 
light,  air  space,  and  drainage  which  some  of  the  old  school 
ot  coachmen  considered  so  essential  for  horses  to  rest  in. 
Many  considerations  led  to  the  practice.  Ignorance  to  begin 
witlj,  the  want  of  room  in  old  towns,  the  necessity  of  making 
provision  underground,  and  the  belief  that  horses  seek  repose 
and  lie  down  in  comparative  darkness  where  they  would 
otherwise  be  too  much  interested  in  surrounding  objects. 
When  one  horse  became  infected  under  such  conditions 
every  facility  was  offered  for  the  propagation  of  disease- 
germs,  and  some  of  the  old  coach  teams  were  all  glandered, 
and  kept  at  work  in  that  condition,  while  treated  with  what, 
lor  want  of  a  better  term,  we  may  call  suppressants.  Speak- 
ing of  these  insanitary  conditions,  we  may  remark  enj'assa.nt 
that  several  other  common  diseases  have  since  become  un- 
common, or  at  any  rate  less  frequent;  the  intolerable  odour 
of  ammonia,  for  instance,  was  a  coustant  cause  of  irrita- 
tion to  the  e^'es,  and  a  fruitful  source  of  blindness. 

Glanders  or  farcy  are  now  seldom  found  in  the  private 
stable-i  of  the  well-to-do,  but  crop  up  from  time  to  time  in 
cab  stables  and  omnibus  yards  and  other  places  where  hard 
work  and  exposure  may  be  considered  as  predisposing  causes, 
or  on  board  ship,  especially  when  in  rough  weather  the 
hatches  are  battened  down  and  the  air  becomes  vitiated, 
after  debilitatiDg  diseases  such  as  influenza,  and  last,  but  not 
least,  by  coutact  with  other  horses  already  diseased,  or  the 
use  of  public  troughs,  stable  pails,  and  utensils  that  have 
served  the  purpose  of  a  jsrevious  victim. 

As  glandered  horses  are  no  longer  allowed  to  be  kept,  the 
Jaw  directing  their  immediate  slaughter,  we  will  pass  on  to 
the  subject  proper  of  this  paper,  and  speak  of  farcy  in  the 
stage  we  are  more  commonly  consulted  about. 

The  horse  has  been  observed  to  "do"  badly;  his  coat  is 
often  unthrifty,  and  his  appetite  precarious  ;  he  has  shivering 
fits  ;  the  animal  stares,  and  he  looks  dejected.  These  are  the 
symptoms  of  acute  farcy,  and  the  thermometer  placed  in  the 
rectum  will  indicate  a  temperature  of  from  102°  to  107° 
Fahr.  (normal  temperature,  98''  Fahr.).  One  limb  will 
become  immensely  swollen  (generally  a  hind  one),  with  great 
tenderness  and  lameness  on  being  moved.  A  careful  exami- 
nation will  show  "  buds  "  and  cords  in  the  course  of  the 
lymphatic  vessels,  the  swelling  often  following  the  said 
vessels  in  rigid  lines,  while  the  buds  occur  at  the  valves. 
These  buds  often  burst  and  give  out  a  yellowish  matter, 
which,  if  allowed  to  remain,  forms  a  dry  crust,  covering  up 
an  ulcer.  This  acute  farcy  may  easily  be  mistaken  for  in- 
flammatory odema,  or  the  "  water  farcy  "  of  old  writers  and 
farriers ;  "  Monday-morning  leg  "  it  is  known  by  in  cart 
stables,  and  the  coarser  breeds  are  most  frequently  affected. 
Horses  that  were  put  away  all  right  on  Saturday  after  per- 
forming their  week's  work  very  satisfactorily  are  found  on 
Sunday  or  Monday,  after  rest,  to  have  an  enormously  swollen 
leg— hot,  painful,  and  stilf,  with  a  sharp  line  of  demarcation 
at  the  top  of  the  swelling.  This  must  not  be  mistaken  for 
farcy,  or  treated  as  such.  It  does  not  end  in  budding  or 
suppurating  points,  and  can  generally  be  disposed  of  (tem- 
porarily, for  it  nearly  always  recurs)  by  two  or  three  diuretic 
doses,  warm  fomentations,  bandaging,  and  a  sedative  lotion, 
such  as — ■

A  diuretic  of  the  ordinary  kind  combined  with  of  pnh 
hellabore  is  a  famous  ball  among  veterinary  surgeons  cod 
nected  with  cart-horses  ;  but  this  dose  should  not  be  repeated 
recourse  being  had  to  a  simple  ball,  such  as  1  oz.  of  mass,^ 
resic;e  comp.  (V.P.),  which  consists  of  equal  parts  of  pulj] 
resin;e,  pot.  nit.,  and  sapo  dura.  A  little  exercise  mustb/ 
enjoined,  however  unwillirg  or  apparently  unable  the  horse 
may  be  to  take  it.  Our  readers  will,  we  trust,  pardon  thL> 
digression,  as  a  big  leg  of  the  kind  above  described  is  so 
likely  to  be  mistaken  for  farcy  by  the  owner,  that  the  pre- 
scriber  had  need  take  care  and  see  it  for  himself.  Itisao 
intimate  acquaintance  with  these  varieties  of  swellings  that 
enables  men  to  prescribe  successfully  who  have  but  a  vetT 
limited  knowledge  of  drugs,  and  are  often  most  illiterate  but 
successful  practitioners.  They  are  good  observers,  and  the 
public  will  continue  to  place  confidence  in  them  and  re- 
munerate them  far  more  handsomely  than  the  pharmaceutical 
chemist  if  he  does  not  acquire  that  practical  knowledge 
which  enables  him  to  prescribe  with  so  much  more  accuracy 
when  he  can  bring  to  bear  his  wide  knowledge  of  materia 
medica  upon  the  case. 

In  the  acute  form  of  farcy  which  we  have  attempted  to 
describe  there  is  great  prostration  and  a  high  temperature. 
These  symptoms  should  be  our  first  consideration.  Old 
practitioners  have  faith  in  20- minim  doses  of  tr.  aconite,  and 
the  following  draught  is  often  prescribed: —

This  draught  may  be  repeated  night  and  morDing  (witli 
the  substitution  of  aqua  for  ol.  lini  unless  constipation  is 
present  to  any  extent)  until  the  temperature  falls,  as  evinced 
by  the  thermometer  or  an  increased  appetite  and  relief  from 
pain. 

Ivecent  experiments  conducted  by  BIr.  Fred  Smith,  of  the 
Army  Veterinary  School,  make  it  doubtful  if  aconite  has  tlie 
power  of  reducing  temperature  with  which  it  has  long  been 
credited.  Whether  his  deductions  are  correct  it  is  impossible 
to  say,  but  we  have  seen  a  falling  temperature  and  a  marked 
improvement  as  a  result  of  the  foregoing  draught  so  often 
that  we  are  conservative  enough  to  recommend  it  and 
adhere  to  it  till  some  better  treatment  shall  have  been 
proved. 

While  the  farcy  buds  are  developing  in  the  leg  or  under 
the  forearms  or  both,  abscesses  sometimes  form  under  the 
jaw,  break,  and  leave  a  ragged  ulcer.  For  the  treatment  of 
these  the  t  ime-honoured  custom  is  a  solution  of  cupri  sulpb. 
or  alum  exsic.  (saturated),  but  the  Americans  claim  to  have 
found  a  better  remedy  m  two-ounce  doses  of  soda  byposulpb,, 
nocre  maneque,  or  pot.  chlor.  Jij. 

Internal  remedies  are  also  efficacious,  and  no  barm  appears 
to  result  to  the  mucous  tract  from  the  frequent  administra- 
tion of  drachm  doses  of  cupri  sulph.  in  the  form  of  ball?. 
Some  horsts  will  eat  it  in  a  mash,  especially  if  accompanied 
with  a  little  pulv.  fenug.  and  given  on  damped  corn.  We 
have  seen  the  best  results  from  this  practice. 

In  the  chronic  form  all  the  foregomg  sjmptoms  are 
modified,  but  the  farcy  buds  remain  as  permanent  little 
tumours,  and  are  generally  removed  by  the  actual  cautery, 
a  so  called  burlding-iron  being  expressly  mauufactured  for 
their  anndulation.  This  of  course  leaves  more  or  less  of  an 
ulcer,  but  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  healing  it  up  with  a 
soUitiDU  of  alum  exsic.  or  cupri  sulph.  If  granulation  or 
proud  flesh  occurs  to  any  immoderate  extent,  there  is  nothing 
to  check  it  so  certainly  as  zinci  chlor.,  a  solution  of  three 
grains  to  the  ounce  being  sufficient.  Many  horses  are  by 
this  treatment  rendered  useful  servants  for  jears,  a"^ 
eventually  die  of  some  other  disease  to  which  horsefiesD 
is  heir. 

Farcy  would  seem  to  be  a  disease  primarily  affecting  tn^ 
lympliatic  glands,  and  any  measures  that  tend"  to  suppress  it 
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either  Jsally  or  constitutionally  put  ofE  the  evil  day  if  they 
do  not  holly  avert  glanders. 

Qaine  has  been  suggested  as  a  remedy  for  farcy,  and 
since  a  bitter  tonics  appear  to  benefit  horses  suffering  from 
debilit;it  is  a  reasonable  suggestion,  and  in  the  fever  stage 
is  higi|i  recommended.  Mr.  Burke,  M.RC.V.S,  of  the 
Army  ''terinary  Department,  Lahore,  in  a  recently  published 
article'  the  Veterinarij  Jcwnial,  assures  us  that  no  agent  in 
his  bar^  has  proved  so  useful  in  the  treatment  of  Indian  forms 
of  fevejas  quinine  given  in  two  to  four  drachm  doses  twice 
or  thrii;  times  a  day.  This,  like  Mr.  Leeney's  two-ounce 
doses  (iext.  cannabis  indic.T,  has  its  objection  in  the  great 
cost,  ajifficulty  with  which  veterinarians  have  always  to 
conteni  and  one  which  does  not  enter  into  the  calculations 
of  the  fshionable  physicians  who  do  not  dispense  their  own 
medic'BS. 


E  ANALYSIS  OF  AGRICULTURAL  SEEDS.

SEEl'ANALYSIS  is  one  of  the  by-paths  of  applied  science 
.  wch  has  been  comparatively  little  trodden  in  this 
count]  At  the  present  moment  there  are  in  Great  liritain 
extretily  few  seed-analysts,  and  the  more  prominent  of  these, 
such  I  Mr.  Carruthers,  botanist  to  the  Royal  Agricultural 
Societland  Mr.  McAlpine,  botanist  to  the  Highland  Society, 
are  sifeidised  by  their  respective  societies,  otherwise  even 
they  ■'(mid  probably  not  tind  it  worth  their  while  to  devote 
themii.ves  to  the  work.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  far  to 
seek.  Professor  Fream,  whose  remarks  (The  Chemist  and 
Deucist,  September  24,  1887,  p.  331)  suggest  this  paper, 
state;  at  the  recent  British  Association  meeting  that  the 
most  bjectionable  rubbish  is  sometimes  sown  by  farmers, 
who,  i  a  rule,  have  not  been  educated  to  examine  the  seeds 
them  Ives,  and  who  grudge  the  few  shillings  that  would 
enab^them  to  secure  a  report  by  a  competent;  person.  How 
true  -is  representation  is  is  known  only  to  those  who  have 
been't  some  pains  to  try  and  induce  the  farmers  to  realise 
the  gj)rtsighted  and  suicidal  nature  of  their  policy.  That  it  is 
short ghted,  all  may  safely  admit ;  that  it  is  suicidal  has  been 
provi'  to  the  hilt  in  scores  of  cases. 

St,  in  some  sense,  the  po  icy  is  natural.  The  vast 
majoty  of  farmers  have  hitherto  been  content  to  cultivate 
theiitand  very  much  by  rule  of  thumb,  and  if  the  rule  suited 
the  i-ture  of  the  soil,  and  if  seedsmen  were  reliable,  so  much 
the  'itter  for  the  farmer  ;  but  as  in  few  cases  can  a  cast-iron 
systti  be  made  to  fit,  and  as  in  fewer  still  are  seed- 
mentanfs  absolutely  immaculate,  the  results  are  oftener  for 
the  'orse.  Be  the  results  what  they  may,  this  is  what 
farn^rs  have  been  born  and  bred  to,  and  it  "is  with  extreme 
djffiiilty  that  they  are  got  out  of  the  old  rut.  This  is  espe- 
cialithe  case  in  the  analysis  of  seeds  and  manures,  because 
mei'iants  take  pains  to  hint,  if  they  do  not  bioadly  say  so, 
tha  chemical  analysis  is  all  very  well  for  the  scientific 
chejist,  but  the  tests  in  the  laboratory  are  something  very 
difient  from  the  actual  trial  in  the  soil,  and  this  usually 
suc''eds  in  preventing  farmers  from  taking  advantage  of 
whi  science  oflfers  them.  Even  where  the  agriculturist""  gets 
hisoocks  analysed,  and  finds  them  unsatisfnctury,  the  mer- 
chib  has  always  a  plausible  reason  to  advance  against  the 
prc:ible  correctness  of  the  analysis,  and  more  often  than 
ctlrwise  the  latter  is  regarded  with  distrust. 

-d  as  may  be  the  condition  of  things  spoken  of  by  Pro- 
fes)r  Fream,  it  is  as  nothing  when  compared  with  what 
ex^ed  a  few  years  ago.  To  Mr.  Faunce-de  L:i,une  belongs 
thicredit  of  having  shaken  the  dry  bones,  and  his  report 
"  'i  Laying-down  Land  to  Permanent  Ora.ss  "  (Journal  of  Hie 
R'al  AffrinuUural  Society,  1883,  p.  229),  and  the  subsequent 
ac'on  of  the  Royal  and  the  Highland  Societies,  and  of  private 
iDividuals,  has  been  the  means  of  virtually  revolutionising 
tl'  seed  trade— at  least  in  so  far  as  the  sale  of  natural  grass 
sds  la  concerned. 

■Jut  something  more  than  this  is  necessary.  Not  all 
timers  can  be  educated  to  know  what  is  best  for  their  own 
iierests,  and  even  of  those  who  are  so  educated  the  balance 
tfy  be  turned  in  the  wrong  direction  by  the  consideration 
tilt  their  seedsman  is  reliable,  that  the  expense  of  analysis 
iperhaps  more  than  it  is  worth,  and  so  on.  What  is  wanted 


is  a  seed-control  by  Government,  such  as  exists  in  some 
continental  countries.  Germany  especiylly  has  led  the  v.ay 
in  this  matter.  Initiated  in  1869,  the  work  had  grown  to 
such  an  extent  that  within  ten  years  there  were  sixteen  seed- 
control  stations,  all  maintained  by  Government,  the  average 
income  from  every  source  being  about  500Z.  per  annum.  The 
methods  adopted  in  these  stations  are  fully  described  in  a 
report  by  Mr.  McAlpine  (Transactions  of  the  Highland  and 
Agricultural  Society,  1885,  p.  265),  to  which  I  am  indebted  ; 
those  who  may  desire  further  information  on  the  question 
are  referred  to  the  original  report.  This  system  of  seed- 
control  is  one  way  in  which  Parliament  might  assist  the 
farmers,  without  incurring  the  risk  of  being  charged  with 
leanings  to  protection,  and  so  forth;  the  expense  would 
be  small,  and  the  benefit  to  the  individual  and  to  the  nation 
would  be  incalculable,  and  could  the  powers  that  be  make  up 
tiieir  minds  to  transfer  agricultural  afl'airs  from  an  im- 
personal Privy  Council  office  to  a  personal  minister,  we  might 
look  for  a  move  in  this  direction. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  the  work  must  be  left  to 
private  enterprise,  and  these  sentences  are  written  with  the 
view  of  inducing  pharmacists,  if  possible,  to  espjnl  some  of 
their  surplus  energy  in  creating  each  in  his  own  district  a 
demand  for  the  application  of  that  scientific  knowledge  which 
is  possessed  by  comparatively  few  besides  himself.  No  one 
is  more  fitted  to  take  up  the  work  than  the  pharmacist.  His 
knowledge  of  botany,  his  acquaintance  with  the  microscope, 
his  manipulative  skill,  and  his  trained  habits  of  observation  are 
all  in  the  line,  if  I  may  so  speak,  of  seed-analysis,  and  it  only 
requires  a  little  perseverance  to  apply  them  successfully  to 
that  object. 

It  may  remove  some  misconception  reg.arding  the  meaning 
of  the  term,  if  I  point  out  that  it  is,  strictly  speaking,  not  an 
analysis  that  is  undertaken,  though  for  convenience  that 
word  is  employed.  It  is  more  properly  an  examination  of 
samples  of  seeds  with  the  view  to  determine  whether  the 
seeds  are  genuine,  whether  the  sample  is  pure,  the  germinatitig 
power  of  the  seeds,  and  their  quality  generally.  The  proximate 
analysis  of  seeds,  as  such,  is  never  thought  of.  The  methods 
of  analysis  are  various,  as  hitherto  no  arrangement  for  united 
action  has  been  come  to  by  seed-analysts  in  this  country  ;  but 
the  arrangements  adopted  by  the  German  seed-control  s'a- 
tions  may  serve  as  a  guide. 

Amount  of  Sample  for  Analysis — About  2  oz.  of  the  small 
seeds,  such  as  grasses,  clovers,  &c.,  and  about  ^  lb.  of  cereals 
and  the  larger  leguminous  seeds,  are  required.  The  samjjle 
must  be  carefully  taken,  and  in  as  fair  a  manner  as  possible. 

Mr.  Faunce-de  Laune  says  he  has  found  it  is  not  sufficient 
to  trust  to  having  only  the  samples  supplied  by  seedsmen 
examined,  as  they  are  commonly  better  than  the  bulk;  and 
also  that  it  is  not  safe  to  have  only  some  sacks  of  seed 
examined,  but  every  single  sack  must  be  examined  separately,, 
and  the  seed  taken  from  the  different  parts  of  each  sack. 

Tlie  Gtnuinciiess  of  the  Grains  and  Species. — This  is  usually 
easy  to  determine  For  this  purpose  the  laboratory  must  be 
provided  with  a  collection  of  ger.uine  samples.  In  certain 
cases  great  care  is  to  be  exercised  in  determining  the  genuine- 
ness— eg.,  Lolium  italicum  and  pcrenne;  Fistuca  prationis 
and  Lolium,  pcrenne  ;  the  varieties  of  Poa,  &c.  A  guarantee  for 
the  genuineness  of  varieties  of  Brassica,  Ilaphanus,  and 
'rrifolium  cannot  he  given.  These  can  only  be  distinguished 
when  growing  in  the  field.  Seed-mixtures  are  not  examined 
for  genuineness  by  the  coni  rol-stations,  and  farmers  are  recom- 
mended not  to  buy  such  mixtures.  The  reason  for  tl)is 
provision  is  that  the  seed-station  can  only  judge  of  a  sample 
by  its  actual  botanical  character,  and  to  pronounce  a  judg- 
ment in  such  doubtful  cases  might  compromise  the  authority 
of  the  station.  The  so-called  "grass-mixtures"  are  usually 
composed  of  questionable  and  untested  seeds,  hence  their  use 
is  not  recommended.  When  a  farmer  wishes  a  mixture  he 
should  buy  and  test  the  different  seeds  separately,  and  mix 
for  himself. 

The  Purity. — Everything  is  to  be  regarded  as  an  impurity 
which  is  not  the  genuine  seed.  Any  other  seed,  whether  of 
an  equal  or  higher  market  value,  as  well  as  crushed  seer!.«, 
which  cannot  possibly  germinate,  are  to  be  regarded  as  im- 
purities. All  genuine  seeds,  whether  ripe  or  not,  must  be 
reckoned  on  the  side  of  purity.  When  seeds  of  higher 
nrarket  value  are  mixed  with  and  sold  as  seeds  of  lower 
value,  the  more  valuable  seed  is  not  likely  to  be  of  the  fce5t 
quality,  and  hence  is  to  be  regarded  as  an  impurity.  Under 
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the  head  of  purity  it  is  unnecessary  to  distinguish  ripe  or 
unripa  genuine  seeds,  because  this  is  sufficiently  determined 
by  the  germinating  power 

Gcrmrnatiufi  Po'Vir. — Two  hundred  seeds  are  sown  at  the 
same  time.  It  is  recommended  before  sowing  to  steep  the 
seeds  in  water  for  twenty-four  hours,  the  object  being  to 
allow  the  seed  to  become  uniformly  moist.  The  germination 
itself  may  take  place  either  in  a  suitable  germinating 
apparatus,  blotting-paper,  or  sand.  The  same  result  occurs 
in  each  case.  The  temperature  used  is  18°  to  19°  C.  (62°  to 
6^°  ¥.).  For  seeds  whose  minimum  temperature  of  germina- 
tion is  higher  than  this,  20°  to  25°  C.  may  be  used. 

Here  we  do  not  wish  the  absolute  germinating  power,  but 
as  nearly  as  possible  the  practical  germinating  power  in  the 
field,  and  hence  the  temperature  must  not  differ  too  widely 
from  that  of  the  ground  in  spring  and  autumn.  It  is  possible, 
however,  the  German  practice  of  germinating  the  seeds 
only  at  the  probable  temperature  of  the  soil  is  favourable  to 
the  buyer.  Many  seedsmen  give  a  guarantee  that  their 
seeds  are  of  a  certain  germinating  power,  but  from  the  very 
high  figures  given  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  absolute 
germinating  power  is  intended.  For  example,  one  seedsman 
advertises  seeds  of  Dactijlis  qlomeraia  (cocksfoot  grass) 
guaranteed  to  germinate  95  per  cent  ;  another  advertises  the 
same  at  90  per  cent. ;  but  both  these  are  extremely  high,  and 
it  would  be  under  exceptionally  favourable  circumstances 
chat  70  per  cent,  would  germinate  in  the  soil.  Similarly 
with  the  rye  grasses,  which  are  regularly  guaranteed  of 
90  and  95  per  cent,  germinating  power,  but  which  even  in 
the  laboratory  rarely  come  over  80  per  cent.  It  is,  therefore, 
evident  that  the  seller  gives  the  absolute  germinating  power 
of  the  sample,  and,  strictly  speaking,  he  is  quite  correct  in 
doing  so.  Consequently  it  is  a  fairer  test  to  employ  a  higher 
temperature  than  that  made  use  of  in  the  German  stations, 
^and  my  uniform  practice  now  is  to  employ  a  temperature  of 
■from  70°  to  80°  F. 

Duratim  of  Germimthm. — Seeds  of  clovers,  cereals,  and 
crucifera;  require  ten  days ;  Melilotus  alba,  lotus,  and  oat, 
•  twelve  days;  beet,  UmheWferce,  Ciiciirhitacece,  and  grasses, 
fourteen  days  ;  Conlfercp,  twenty-one  days.  No  chemical  or 
•mechanical  processes  are  to  be  used  to  bring  up  the  germi- 
nating power. 

At  the  end  of  these  periods  the  seeds  which  have  not  ger- 
minated are  to  be  cut  and  divided  into  four  groups: — (1) 
Seeds  commencing  to  germinate  ;  (2)  seeds  that  would  pro- 
bably germinate ;  (3)  seeds  ro'ten  ;  and  (4)  seeds  without  em- 
bryos. One- third  ot  tlio?e  leguminous  seeds  which  after  ten 
days  have  remained  "  hard  "  nre  to  be  added  to  those  that 
have  germinated,  and  separately  mentioned  in  the  report. 
When  a  seed  does  not  swell,  that  depends  upon  the  nature 
of  its  epidermis.  Experiment  has  shown  tliat  only  a  portion 
of  such  seeds  germinate  sufficiently  early  to  be  of  use  to  the 
agriculturist.  At  the  end  of  many  months  45  to  56  per 
cent,  of  such  seeds  may  swell,  and  some  of  these  swollen 
seeds  germinate,  while  others  become  rotten.  Such  late 
seeds  are  for  longer  periods  exposed  to  danger  in  the  soils, 
and  if  they  do  germinate,  the  late  plants  which  they  produce 
are  hindered  in  their  growth  by  those  that  have  come  up 
earlier ;  hence  it  would  aoppar  as  if  the  addition  of  one-third 
■of  these  "hard  seeds"  was  favourable  to  the  seller. 

Comjyarative  Value  of  Seeds. — The  quality  of  a  sample  of 
.seed  is  determined  by  "(1)  purity,  (2)  germinating  power, 
(3)  size  and  weight  of  the  grains.  If  the  purity  is  90  per 
cent.,  that  means  that  ninety  out  of  every  hundred  seeds  are 
genuine.  The  term  "germinating  power"  is  taken  to  represent 
only  the  pure  part  of  the  sample ;  thus,  if  the  germination  is 
80  per  cent.,  that  means  that  eighty  out  of  every  hundred 
pure  seeds  germinate.  Hence,  the  seeds  used  in  taking  the 
germinating  power  are  only  the  pure  seeds  contained  in  the 
^3ample;  the  impure  seeds  are  not  germinated  at  all.  In 
determining  the  comparative  value  of  samples,  the  purity  as 
well  as  the  germinating  power  has  to  be  taken  into  account. 
Supp3se  purity  equals  90  per  cent,  and  germinating  power 
eqrals  80  per  cent.,  to  determine  the  value  of  such  a  sample 
Ava  require  to  calculate  how  many  genuine  plants  could  be 
got  from  100  seeds,  and  the  question  is  stated  thus :  If  80 
plants  are  got  from  100  pure  seeds,  how  many  plants  would 
be  got  from  90  pure  seeds  ? 

100  :  90  ::  80  :  72. 

72  per  cent,  of  the  samples  will  germinate.

Very  great  assistance  in  determining  the  genuineness 
otherwise  of  seeds,  besides  much  other  valuable  informat: 
will  be  got  from  a  pamphlet  on  "  Permanent  Xat: 
Grasses,"  by  Mr.  Hunter,  of  Chester,  who  gives  a  min 
description  of  all  the  more  common  impurities  to  be  foi 
in  natural  grass  and  clover  seeds.  ' 

There  are  some  pharmacists  who  are  also  seedsmen, a' 
to  these  especially  the  knowledge  of  how  to  test  their  see 
and  thus   be  able  to  give  a  personal  guarantee,  would 
of  great  value.    The  hints  thrown  out  in  this  paper  mar 
sullicient  to  show  them  and  others  that  seed  analysis  is  n 
one  of  those  hidden  mysteries  requiring  a  cturicnlnm 
education  before  it  can  be  mastered,  but  an  operation  whi( 
can  be  successfully  conducted  by  any  pharmacist  of  ordina. 
intelligence.

Melt  the  fats  together  and  dissolve  the  camphor  in  the  fluid,  soften  the 
extract  of  opium  with  a  few  drops  of  water  in  a  mortar,  and  rub  up  with 
1  oz.  of  the  fats,  then  add  more  of  the  fats,  so  as  to  have  the  extract  equally 
distributed,  mix  with  the  bulk,  and  Incorporate  the  hydrochloric  acid  by 
constant  stirring,  as  in  making  cold  cream. 

To  be  put  up  in  half-ounce  opal  pots,  neatly  labelled  with 
the  directions,  "To  be  well  rubbed  into  the  affected  parts  at 
bedtime." 


CALOMELis  generally  used  in  coloured  fires  along  with  copper 
sulphide,  and  as  a  source  of  chlorine,  in  which  compounds  of 
copper  burn  with  a  blue  colour.

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TWELVE  MONTHS  IN  A  DRUG -STOKE. 


PERHAPS  the  expeiience  of  another  "  Storite  may  interest 
some  of  your  readers.  Like  your  correspondent  of  last 
week  I  did  not  go  into  the  stores  for  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
■what  it  was  like,  but  because  J  was  compelled  for  the  time 
being  to  earn  the  "  needlul wheiewith  to  purchase  my  daily 
bread  and  cheese.  Having  spent  some  time  pottering  about 
the  schools,  I  thought  it  was  about  time  to  set  about  replenish- 
ing my  almost  empty  pockets.  So  I  advertised  for  a  situation, 
and  received  some  two  dozen  replies.  The  number  made  the 
task  of  suiting  myself  most  difiicult.    One  was  from  the 

secretary  of  the  .  •  Stores,  asking  me  to  call  upon  the 

manager  of  their  drug  department  at  a  certain  hour.  I  did 
so,  and  found  him  a  very  gentlemanly  and  business-like  man. 
He  oliered  30s.  a  week  ;  hours,  9  to  6,  Saturdays,  9  to  2,  and 
pointed  out  a  few  of  the  advantages  and  some  of  the  disad- 
vantages of  the  place.  I  promised  to  call  again,  as  I  wished 
to  interview  a  few  of  my  other  correspondents.  The  country 
offers  I  declined  by  post-card.  I  spent  the  whole  day  dodging 
about  town,  and  the  best  thing  offered  was  20/.  a  year;  hours, 
8.30  to  9  P.M.,  Saturdays,  11  p.m.  Some  offered  terms  a  farm 
labourer  would  not  have  accepted  in  return  for  his  services, 
and  at  which  a  cook  would  have  whipped  up  her  skirts  and 
walked  olf  with  her  nose  in  the  air.  So  there  was  nothing 
left  for  nie  but  to  make  the  best  terms  I  could  with  the 
stores.  Called  again  on  the  manager,  and  was  accepted  on 
condition  that  leferences  were  found  satisfactory  and  I 
passed  their  doctor.  Tbree  days  after  I  received  a  note  from 
the  manager  asking  me  to  commence  duties  on  the  following 
Monday.  During  the  few  days  intervening  a  private 
detective  belonging  to  the  staff  of  the  stores  called  at  my 
lodgings  and  interviewed  my  landlady.  "  He  did  not  want 
to  see  me,  ■  made  a  great  many  inquiries  about  my  private 
life,  what  hours  1  kept,  what  friends  I  had,  &c.  I  did 
not  much  like  this,  but  learned  afterwards  it  was  one  of  the 
rules  of  the  place.  Went  to  the  stores  on  the  Monday  and 
was  taken  before  one  of  the  directors,  and  had  to  answer  a 
great  many  inquiries  concerning  myself,  parents,  brothers, 
and  other  relatives.  Had  I  any  triends  in  the  trade  (for  no 
one  with  any  relative  a  chemist  is  employed)  ?  Moreover,  I 
was  told  I  would  be  liable  to  be  searched  at  any  time,  and  to 
be  dismissed  without  notice  if  in  their  opinion  I  should  in- 
fringe any  rule  of  the  place.  After  a  few  words  of  counsel 
I  was  directed  to  the  medical  officer  for  examination,  which 
occupied  about  two  minutes,  and  then  again  to  the  manager's 
office  to  sign  my  engagement  papers,  of  wliich  I  was  pre- 
sented with  what  was  presumably  a  copy.  I  put  it  into  my 
pocket,  and  on  examining  it  when  I  got  home  found  it  to  be 
unsigned.  I  found  my  work  very  dilferent  from  what  I  had 
been  aicustomed  to.  In  the  first  place  1  was  given  a  counter 
bjok  to  make  out  a  bill  and  duplicate  for  each  customer,  and 
a  total  sheet  to  enter  the  amount  of  each  invoice  on.  The 
assistants  in  the  store  were  numerous  and  mixed,  hailing 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom.  1  found  them  a  very 
agreeable  lot  of  fellows,  all  unqualified  at  the  retail  counter. 
Some  had  been  there  only  a  few  weeks,  some  a  few  months, 
and  some  two,  four,  six,  and  ten  years,  and,  having  no  better 
prospect  and  better  pay  (by  annual  rises  of  2s.  per  week) 
than  they  would  get  at  another  place,  had  no  intention  of 
leaving.  Ttie  drug  department  was  a  large  oblong  room  with 
a  gallery  running  right  round,  supported  on  iron  pillars ;  the 
counters  were  on  each  side  and  at  the  bottom  of  the  room, 
and  the  cashier's  desk  and  managei's  office  at  the  top. 
The  dispensary,  where  only  qualified  men  were  employed, 
was  underneath,  and  there  a  staff  of  about  twenty 
dispensed  some  hundreds  of  prescriptions  each  day.  In  the 
gallery  were  the  stock-keepers  and  a  few  clerks,  and  in  a 
small  room  at  the  end  of  ours  were  live  or  six  packers.  A  few 
boys  were  employed,  but  their  chief  duty  seemed  to  be  to 
render  themselves  invisible  or  play  with  the  telephone.  The 
^  counters  had  bent  glass  cases  placed  down  each  side,  and  a 
few  small  stands  for  cut  bottles,  &c.,  were  placed  at  the 
bottom  of  the  room.  The  pillars  were  covered  with  mirrors, 
and  had  plate-glass  shelves  ranged  round  them,  giving  the 
place  a  very  attractive  appearance  and  displaying  the  fancy 
goods  an  J  perfuoaes  to  the  utmost  advantage.  Half  a  dozen 
wall  cases  were  lixed  behind  us,  with  the  usual  drawers 
below  and  shelving  above.  No  shop  rounds  graced  these 
shelves,  but  their  place  was  taken  by  ready  bottled  tincture.'-, 


syrups,  oils,  &c.    I  was  given  a  place  at  the  counter,  in\\i] 
about  a  dozen  drawers  and  some  shelves  of  stock  to 
each  assistant  being  responsible  for  his  own  stock.  Hi 
stock  was  requisitioned  from  the  gallery,  and  had  to  bilit 
away  before  11  A.M.,  and  also  before  that  time  any  orders  I'd 
the  previous  day  and  remaining  unexecuted  had  to  beii 
into  boxes  ready  for  the  packers.    The  scene  in  the  moii' 
was  sometimes  very  lively,  all  the  stock  coming  (low 
boxes  at  the  same  time,  and  each  of  the  assistants  ha!; 
sometimes  twelve  or  more  orders  to  put  up.  j 
The  place  was   generally  cleared  for  action  by  el 
o'clock,  and  from  that  time  until  closing  a  constant  streai 
customers  trooped  into  the  place,  some  waiting  patientlj 
their  turn  to  be  served,  others  pushing  their  way  up  to 
counters  and  trying  to  get  served  before  anyone  else, 
customers  were  a  well-mixed  lot;  there  were  those  \ 
seemed  to  have  nothing  to  do  but  spend  money  and  m. 
pleasure  their  servant,  and  to  whom  an  hour  at  the  sto 
was  one  way  of  killing  time ;  a  few  came  because  we  s 
cheap  (but  not  so  cheap  as  such  and  such  a  store,  they  soi 
times  said);  but  most  came  because  it  was  fashionable, a' 
they  were  sure  of  meeting  some  of  their  acquaintances  a 
hearing  the  Utest  scandal — country  parsons  with  long  fam 
orders,  fashionable  beauties  for  their  Fay's  "Veloutine"a 
"Poudre  de  Riz,"  young  "bloods''  for  "  Brilliantine'' a 
"Pomade  Hongroise,"  with  a  few  of  the  demi-monde  to  spi 
the  assembly,  making  altogether  an  active  roll  of  custome 
of  about  40,000  ticket-holders.    I  got  on  very  well  wi 
most  of  the  customers,  though  some  were  very  difficult 
deal  with,  and  seldom  a  day  passed  but  there  was  a  row: 
the  place,  ending  with  the  unfortunate  assistant  being  hank 
up  before  the  manager  or  one  of  the  directors  and  lined  1 
or  more,  and  the  affair  being  recorded  in  a  complaint-boo 
kept  for  the  purpose,  a  certain  number  of  complaints  stoppio 
an  increase  in  salary.    Some  of  the  customers  were  ver 
pleasant,  trying  to  put  the  assistants  to  the  least  incoD 
vemence  possible,  and  most  profuse  in  their  thanks  for  ao} 
slight  service.    We  were  allowed  one  hour  for  dinner  an! 
paid  for  overtime  at  a  fixed  rate,  and  every  one  had  to 
subscribe  about  2},  per  cent,  of  their  wages  to  a  beDelii 
fund— a  very  useful  institution,  especially  in  view  of  somt 
of  the  old  assistants,  noted  by  their  pallid  and  worn  coanle- 
nance  and  generally  weakly  appearance.    After  being  there 
a  year  each  assistant  was  entitled  to  fourteen  dajs' holiday. 
Each  man  before  he  left  at  night  had  to  total  up  his  sate 
and  agree  with  the  money  taken  by  the  cashier.  This  dot; 
generally  took  only  a  few  minutes,  but  sometinaes  onabii»y 
day,  and  with  a  careless  boy  in  the  cashier's  desk,  quite  Wj 
an  hour  was  occupied  ;  but  whether  I  left  at  615  or  D.oO 
had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  then  that  my  daj's  w« 
was  done,  and  was  not  afraid  of  the  night-bell  tingliog  in  w 
ears  and  spoiling  both  rest  and  temper.

HE  W'Kicg  of  the  Merchandise  Maiks  Act  does  not  seem 
tely  ti'  justify  the  sanguine  hopes  as  to  its  vahie  which 
ere  eiertained  by  its  promoters  and  authors.  Oar  com- 
erciafommunity  is  not  yet,  it  would  appear,  sufficiently 
Ivanc'l  in  refined  ethics  to  assimilate  legislation  of  such 
racoritn  morality.  The  purpose  of  the  framers  of  the  Act 
as  to  prevent  the  importation  and  sale  in  this  country  of 
)ods  :knufactured  abroad,  and  bearing  false  British  marks 
■brar^.  Sheffield  manufacturers,  it  was  shown,  had  strong 
complain  of  unfair  competition  in  cutlery  and  such 
is,  comparatively  worthless  products  of  foreign 
nt  bearing  famous  English  brands,  being  freely 
jjecially  for  export,  through  British  houses.  To 
leck  lis  the  Act  gives  power  to  the  Customs,  on  proper 
formpon,  or  on  discovery,  to  stop  the  delivery  of  any 
reigroanufactured  goods  beariug  English  marks,  or  names 
placi  identical  with  the  names  of  British  towns,  unless 
comjioied  with  a  definite  indication  of  the  country  in 
irich  fe  goods  were  made  or  produced.  Under  this  pro- 
3ion  i^e  Customs  officials  have  already  seized  a  parcel  of 
oes  >'om  America  because  the  shoes  were  stamped 
BostcJ,"  and  not  "  Boston,  U.S."  And  British  merchants 
vering  that  if  they  import  goods  from  abroad  bear- 
marks  as  1  dozen,  1  yard,  or  1  cwt.,  these 
iust  also  be  distinctly  stamped  or  marked  with  the 
the  country  from  whence  they  come.  The  result,  as 
s  bet  pointed  out,  will  be  that  when  these  goods  get 
re  importers  will  be  more  disposed  than  ever  to  send 
t  orders  to  merchants  residing  in  the  countries 
e  goods  are  made,  on  the  irot  unreasonable  theory 
at  srji  a  shipper  can  supply  him  on  better  terms. 
But  ]  the  measure  should  be  brought  into  active  opera- 
in  th'itrouble  just  alluded  to  would  be  one  of  the  srcallest 
!ateci)y  it.  The  Act  makes  it  penal  to  apply  to  any  goods 
y  "  Ise  trade  description";  and  the  interpretation  of 
3ter  "false  trade  description  "  is  so  comprehensive  and 
.sticfi  to  cover  a  very  large  number  of  the  daily  transac- 
ns  cthousands  of  commercial  men.  It  is  no  secret  that 
is  tl  custom  of  many  wholesale  druggists  to  put  their  own 
)els  I  goods  which  they  send  out,  but  which  they  do  not 
vaysibanufacture  themselves.  No  doubt  similar  practices 
3vai"p  other  trades,  and  no  one,  perhaps,  has  been  much 
ceiv|j.  or  injured  by  them.  The  proceeding  is  now,  in 
lin  ijiguage,  a  felony.  The  Cutlers'  Company,  of  Shefdeld, 
ve  Epmitted  an  elaborate  case  to  the  eminent  counsel 
issxk.  F.  Moulton,  Q  C,  and  H.  B.  Poland,  Q  C.    The  first

"W.^are  of  opinion  that  a  manufacturer  at  Sheffield  or 
sew)  re  in  England,  having  regard  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Brclndise  Marks  Act,  1887,  cannot  import  foreign  goods 
to  ts  country,  and  place  upon  them,  either  separately  or 
cobination,  his  name,  his  trade-mark,  or  his  address, 


whether  such  address  includes  the  name  of  a  street  only,  or 
whether  it  includes  the  name  of  a  town.  We  think  that  the 
Act  clearly  provides  that  no  goods  of  foreign  manufacture 
should  be  so  marked  as  to  lead  purchasers  in  this  country  to 
believe  that  they  were  manufactured  in  the  United  Kingdom." 

And  in  reply  to  the  nest  question  they  express  the  opinion 
''  that  neither  a  merchant  nor  a  retailer  who  imports  foreiga 
goods  into  this  country  can  do  that  which  we  have  advised  a 
manufacturer  in  England  cannot  do,  unless  he  accompanies 
the  trade-mark  or  name  and  address  with  words  which  clearly 
state  that  the  goods  have  in  fact  been  manufactured  abroad." 

In  reply  to  other  questions,  they  state  that  they  consider 
that  an  English  manufacturer  caa  put  the  name  of  a  mer- 
chant or  retailer  on  the  goods  he  supplies  to  him,  provided 
he  makes  it  quite  clear,  or  that  the  circumstances  make  it 
obvious,  that  the  goods  are  manufactured  for  and  not  hy  the 
merchant  or  dealer  whose  name  is  put  on  them.  A  dealer 
whose  trade  description  of  an  article  should  be  challenged 
under  this  Act  will  have  to  prove  that  if  there  has  been  a 
violation  of  its  provisions  he  had  acted  "  innocently,"  and 
Messrs.  Moulton  and  Poland  consider  that  "  it  will  be  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  for  anyone  to  shelter  himself  under  the 
plea  that  he  did  it  innocently,  unless  he  can  show  that  he 
had  good  reason  to  suppose  that  the  public  would  not  be  led 
by  what  he  did  to  form  an  erroneous  idea  of  the  place  of 
manufacture  of  the  goods." 

That  our  legislators  aimed  at  a  high  degree  of  commercial 
rectitude  is  obvious,  but  it  would  seem  that  they  only  in- 
tended to  enforce  this  integrity  on  the  foreigner.  It  comes 
as  a  surprise  to  some  people  to  find  that  the  same  perfection 
is  expected  from  home  dealers,  though  we  may  claim  to 
have  pointed  out  the  character  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
in  the  same  sense  as  the  interpretation  now  published,  as 
long  ago  as  August  20  last,  before  the  Bill  had  received  the 
Royal  Assent.  If  the  opinions  we  have  quoted  should  be 
sustained  by  the  Courts,  this  great  commercial  legislative 
achievement  of  last  session  is  destined,  we  cannot  doubt,  to 
"  die  of  its  own  loveliness,  '  and  to  be  revived  some  time 
during  the  millennium. 


MODERN  DEVELOPMENTS  OF  THE 
ATOMIC  HYPOTHESIS. 
Generalisation  is,  perhaps,  the  greatest  evil  which  attends 
the  teaching  of  science  in  modern  times,  and  the  evil  exists 
as  largely  in  chemistry  as  in  any  other  science.  Yet  all  admit 
that  the  exigencies  of  examination  requirements,  and  the 
existence  of  the  comparatively  untutored  student  mind,  re- 
quire the  generalisation  into  [some  precise  form  or  law  of 
those  theories  which  are  the  base-work  of  the  science.  And 
here  lies  the  evil.  First  impressions  are  proverbially  the 
most  lasting,  and  so,  as  a  result  of  early  teaching,  we  have  a 
race  of  chemists— a  primitive  race— continually  growing,  who 
are  prepared  at  all  times  to  swear  to  the  infallibility  of  the 
atomic  theory,  and  the  universal  application  of  it  and  its 
sub-theories.  And  so  with  other  theories  :  they  are  apt  to 
become  irrevocable  truths  in  the^minds  of  those  who  have 
not  the  opportunity  for  continuous  observation  or  constant 
acquaintance  with  fresh  chemical  literature.  Such  conditions 
do  not  exist  only  in  the  lower  ranks  of  chemists.  Dr.  Lothar 
Meyer  says  in  his  valuable  work  on  the  "  Modern  Theories 
of  Chemistry,"  of  which  an  English  translation-  has  just 
appeared,  that  he  was  induced  to  write  the  book  because  it 
was  his  "  firm  conviction  that  the  confusions  in  discussions

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[thereon]  chiefly  arose  from  erroneous  views  as  to  the  im- 
portance of  hypotheses  and  theories,  upon  which  some  were 
inclined  to  place  too  high  a  value,  whilst  others  again  did  not 
sufficiently  recognise  their  importance."  His  contribution  to 
the  removal  of  uncertainties  first  appeared  twenty-iave  years 
ago,  and  has  been  justly  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  valuable 
works  on  theoretical  chemistry  of  modern  times.  Unfor- 
tunately "  Moderne  Theorien  der  Cliemie "  has  been  to  the 
majority  of  chemists  of  this  country  little  more  than  a  name, 
but  this  translation  of  it  by  I'.nglish  professors  of  chemistry 
will  doubtless  be  much  sought  after,  and  we  commend  it  to 
all  who  take  an  interest  in  the  higher  walks  of  chemistry. 

The  basis  of  all  valid  chemical  theories  is  the  atomic  hypo- 
thesis, and  it  was  Dalton  who  first  gave  this  hypothesis 
shape.  He  assumed  that  elementary  matter,  as  we  know  it, 
is  made  up  of  atoms,  which  unite  together  in  groups,  forming 
by  their  union  the  smallest  particles  of  those  bodies  which 
we  call  chemical  compounds.  An  atom  is  generally  regarded 
as  a  single  particle  of  matter,  the  smallest  capable  of  existing 
in  a  chemical  compound,  but  there  is  no  proof  that  it  is  so— 
indeed,  there  are  many  reasons  for  believing  that  atoms  are 
not  the  ultimate  smallest  particles.  In  support  of  this  we 
have  the  hypothesis  of  Prout  that  the  primordial  matter  of 
which  all  elements  are  composed  is  hydrogen,  and  the  later 
hypothesis  of  Crookes's  that  the  primal  form  of  matter  was 
protyle.  These  theories  have  not  originated  without  sub- 
stantial experimental  data ;  it  is  highly  probable  that  one 
of  them  may  be  on  the  road  to  the  truth,  and  the  unavoidable 
conclusion  which  they  lead  to  is  that  the  elementary  atoms 
consist  of  a  number  of  smaller  particles  of  matter.  Assuming, 
however,  that  tlie  atoms  are  single  particles,  the  fact  remains 
that  recent  investigations  show  that  they  are  not  all  of  equal 
weight  and  size,  so  that  our  definition  is  true  only  within 
certain  limits ;  for  example,  although  the  atomic  weight  of 
oxygen  is  15  96,  it  is  possible  that  there  are  atoms  whose 
weight  relatively  may  be  16  02,  and  others  15  86,  or  any  other 
number  approximating  to  the  mean. 

The  determination  of  atomic  weights  is  made  by  a  series  of 
delicate  operations  which  have  only  become  possible  in 
modern  times.     According  to   Dalton's  hypothesis  every 
chemical  combination  is  the  result  of  an  action  between  a 
definite  number  of  atoms,  and  consequently  definite  weights 
of  the  elements.    Conversely,  the  combining  proportions  of 
the  elements  may  be  ascertained  from  the  proportions  in 
which  they  exist  in  a  compound.    The  result  is  the  stochio- 
metric  value  or  combining  weight,  and  this  must  either  be 
the  atomic  weight  or  a  simple  multiple  or  sub-multiple  of  it. 
This  is  the  basis  for  the  determination  of  atomic  weight,  or, 
properly  speaking,  of  molecular  weight.    A  molecule  is  gene- 
rally defined  as  the  smallest  particle  of  matter,  simple  or 
compound,  which  is  capable  of  existing  in  the  free  state;  but 
the  sequence  will  show  that  this  definition  is  inexact.  The 
stochiometric  value  requires  to  be  reduced  to  a  simpler  form, 
and  advantage  is  taken  of  the  law  discovered  in  1811  by 
Avogadro,  who  assumed  that  the  number  of  particles  into 
which  a  substance  splits  up  in  its  conversion  into  the  gaseous 
state  is  the  same  for  all  gases  under  similar  conditions,  and, 
therefore,  that  the  weights  of  the  particles  are  proportional 
to  the  densities  of  the  gases.    This  law  has  been  found  to 
hold  good  with  few  exceptions,  and  is  generally  accepted. 
Its  application  to  the  simplification  of  stochiometric  values 
is  easily  understood.    Take  the  case  of  water,  which  the 
stochiometric  method  shows  to  be  composed  of  1  part  of 
hydrogen  and  8  of  oxygen.    It  might  be  assumed  from  this 
!     that  the  atomic  weight  of  oxygen  is  8,  but  it  is  found  that 
the  vapour  density  of  oxygen  is  16  as  compared  with  hydro 
g:n,  a-jd,  therefore,  that  the  molecule  of  water  must  contain 
at  least  two  a'oni^  of  hydrogen  and  one  of  oxygen,  seeing 


that  less  than  one  atom  does  not  enter  into  combination 
all  cases,  of  course,  the  vapour  density  gives  the  moke  • 
n-clght,  and  half  of  that,  with  some  exceptions,  is  taket 
the  atomic  weight.    Some  of  these  exceptions  may  be  no 
Mercury  vapour  at  a  temperature  of  424°  has  a  densiti 
about  6  9  as  compared  with  hydrogen,  which  gives  a  mol'd 
lar  weight  of  199  8  ;  but  it  is  found  that  this  is  the  smal !

Sulplmr  vapour  at  a  temperature  of  about  500'  I 
gives  figures  which  lead  to  the  molecular  weight  19188;  U 
at  1,000°  C.  the  value  63  96  is  obtained.    Here,  therefore,;! 
two  different  molecular  weights,  and  without  the  stoch 
metric  or  other  methods  it  would  be  diflicult  to  decide whi 
is  the  correct  value.    But  other  methods  show  that  the  low ; 
value  is  the  more  probable,  consequently  it  is  inferred  tb  i 
the  molecule  of  sulphur  existing  at  500°  C.  decomposes  in! 
three  parts  whenever  its  temperature  is  raised  considerab'] 
above  this  point.     But  the  vapour  density  is  even  mk 
crucial  than  is  here  indicated,  for  it  shows  that  slight  di'' 
ferences  in  the  weights  of  molecules  of  the  same  elemti 
probably  exist.    For  instance,  the  vapour  density  of  iodic 
at  447°  C.  leads  to  the  molecular  weight  2512,  and  a 
1,040°  C.  it  is  251-7.    Here  it  is  probable  that  the  bight 
temperature  has  caused  the  vaporisation  of  heavier  mole 
cules  than  are  vaporised  at  the  lower  temperal;ure.  k 
similar  state  of  things  is  observed  with  selenium  vapour,  d 
well  as  with  the  vapour  of  other  elements,  weight  thusbeiof 
added  to  the  unequal  atom  hypothesis.    Comparatively  fe\( 
of  the  elements  are  vaporisable  in  circumstances  which 
permit  of  experimental  observation  ;  but  some  compounds  oi 
many  of  these  can  be  vaporised,  and  from  the  density  ol 
their  vapour  the  molecular  weight  of  their  component  parts 
can  be  calculated.    There  are  several  compounds,  aceticacid, 
ammonium  chloride,  pliosphorus  pentachloride,  &c.,  whicl 
give  vapour  densities  quite  abnormal  to  their  stochiometik 
value,  and  differing  at  difEerent  conditions  of  temperatari 
and  pressure.    Acetic  acid,  for  instance,  at  a  pressure  of  om 
atmosphere  and  temperature  of  250°  C.  has  a  density  of  208 
corresponding  with  the  molecular  weight  C.^HjOj  =  59'68,  ba 
at  the  same  pressure,  and  at  125°  C,  it  is  3-20.  Yarion 
explanations  of  this  anomaly  were  advanced,  but  non 
proved  satisfactory.    Meanwhile,  compounds  continued  to  I 
added  to  the  list   of  those  which  appeared  to  violal 
Avogadro's  law,  and  its  accuracy  was  disputed  until  Cai 
nizarro,  Kekule,  and  Kopp  discovered  (1856-9)  that  certai 
bodies  in  volatilisation  undergo  decomposition,  and  that  tl 
observed  vapour  densities  are  the  mean  of  the  densities  i 
the  products.    For  instance,  ammonium  chloride  decompos' 
into  ammonia  and  hydrochloric  acid,  the  density  of  tl 
vapour  being  1  01  at  350°  C,  which  is  a  httle  higher  than 
prepared  mixture,  but  much  lower  than  the  vapour  density 
ammonium  chloride  (1-84).    This  is  what  is  known  as  d 
sociation,  as  the  products  of  decomposition  recombine  wb 
cooled  to  the  temperature  at  which  they  were  freed. 

The  data  which  are  afforded  by  the  foregoing  methods! 
not  accepted  as  proof  of  the  atomic  weight  until  their  re 
tion  to  the  law  of  specific  heat,  discovered  in  1819  by  Dulo 
and  Petit,  is  known.  Every  substance  has  its  own  peonl 
specific  heat— /.c,  the  amount  of  heat  required  to  raised 
body  to  a  given  temperature  differs  from  that  required 
another  body.  By  examining  a  number  of  the  eleme 
Dulong  and  Petit  came  to  the  conclusion  that  their  spec 
heats  were  inversely  proportional  to  their  atomio  weig 
The  hypothesis  has  been  taken  up  and  thoroughly  in^ 
tigated,  the  result  being  that  it  is  found  that  the  spec 
heat  of  any  element  multiplied  by  its  atomic  weight  gi^e 
figure  near  6  4,  which  is  the  mean.    In  the  case  of  merci 
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for  insince,  the  vapour  density  shows  the  molecular  weight 
to  be  y  8,  and  the  stochiometric  value  for  the  atom  is  the 
same,  si  that  a  court  of  appeal  is  necessary.  This  is  pro- 
vided I  the  specific  heat,  which  happens  to  be  0  319 
(  X  19^1  =  6  37),  so  that  the  conclusion  is  that  the  atom  and 
molecv||  are  identical.  There  are  many  apparent  errors  in 
the  remits  by  this  method,  dae  probably  to  the  impurity  of 
the  sullances  operated  on,  but  the  law  is  sufficiently  correct 
for  pntical  purposes,  and,  together  with  the  first-named 
methocjsuffices  for  the  determination  of  the  atomic  weight, 
and  cloboration,  or  otherwise,  is  afforded  in  the  law  of 
isomoraism  discovered  by  Mitscherlicli. 


OD-LIVER    OIL  EMULSIONS. 

If  thi  is  any  preparation  of  the  Unofficial  Formulary 
which  is  failed  to  give  satisfaction,  it  is  the  emulsion  of 
cod-liv)  oil.  No  one  has  had  a  good  word  to  say  for  it 
even  nmbers  of  the  Formulary  committee  have  been  heard 
to  concpan  it ;  and  only  one  member  has  had  the  hardihood 
to  def  d  it,  but  the  defence  was  of  a  studiously  limited 
charact.  The  emulsion  has  two  great  faults;  the  first  is, 
the  favf  of  the  formula ;  most  people  fail  to  make  a  mix 
ture  ofiie  ingredients,  and  those  who  do  declare  that  it  is  a 
very  inierfect  emulsion,  the  oil  being  in  large  globules  dis- 
tinctly ibible  to  the  naked  eye.    Its  microscopic  appearance

These  are  the  virtues  which  are  most 
oughtjfter;  but  a  denand  has  sprung  up  for  perfect  emul- 
iflcatiii  such  as  we  have  in  the  best  of  all  emulsions — milk 
fig.  2,'ibout  X  100),  and  if  anything  approaching  this  can 
e  obtned,  tragacanth  emulsions  might  be  spared.  It  is 
'ithin^mr  knowledge  that  the  Formulary  committee  did 
ave  a  reparation  submitted  to  them  which  is  much  closer 
3  the  ieal  than  the  present  formula  provides  for.  The  un- 
ocept..  one  is  an  acacia  emulsion,  and,  as  will  be  seen  from 
g.  3,  'is  as  near  the  ideal  as  the  unofficial  preparation  is 
tr  awir  from  it.  This  apparently  is  on  the  proper  lines,  but 
le  saiple  of  the  emulsion  which  we  have  received  is  not 
erfec  for  it  separates  into  two  layers  on  standing,  a  watery 
)wer  jirtion  and  a  creamy  upper  one.  A  much  better  pre 
aratir  has  been  sent  to  us  by  a  border  pharmacist.  We 
re  noiat  liberty  to  publish  the  complete  formula,  but  we 
lay  ge  the  method  of  preparation  in  outline.  The  micro- 
30pic  ppearance  of  this  emulsion  is  seen  in  fig.  4,  and  it 
■ill  baoticed  that  it  approaches  the  ideal  closer  than  any 
E  the  mulsions,  including  the  best,  which  were  figured  in 
lis  jornal  on  December  10,  1887.    In  this  preparation  the 


emulsifying  agent  is  yolk  of  egg,  and  a  small  proportion  of 
tragacanth.  In  preparing  it  the  yolk  of  egg  is  first  tho- 
roughly divided  with  sugar  and  the  tragacanth,  then  diluted 
with  its  own  volume  of  water,  the  cod-liver  oil  gradually 
added,  and  finally  the  flavouring  ingredients.    In  this  way

the  yolk  of  one  egg  is  made  to  emulsify  6  oz.  of  cod-liver 
oil,  the  resulting  emulsion  measuring  between  10  and  11  oz. 
It  is  a  perfect  emulsion  as  regards  division  of  the  oil,  per- 
manency, and  palatability.  In  this  direction  the  Formulary 
committee  might  work. 


THE    SACCHARIN    PATENT  AND 
BRITISH  COMMERCE. 

A  FEW  weeks  ago  we  referred  to  the  annoyance  which  has 
been  experienced  by  our  export  druggists  in  consequence  of 
the  differential  scale  of  prices  fixed  for  tacchaiin  in  this 
country  as  compared  with  those  in  force  in  Germany,  and  we 
commented  upon  the  loss  of  business  alleged  to  have  been 
caused  to  British  druggists  on  account  of  this  arrangement 
The  holders  of  the  saccharin  patent  in  this  country  do  not 
deny  that  German  wholesale  drug  houses  are  able  to  buy  the 
new  sweetening  substance  from  the  manufacturers  at  sensibly 
lower  rates  than  those  which  are  conceded  to  our  traders  by 
the  London  agents.    It  results,  therefore,  that  orders  from 
the  Indian  and  colonial  houses,  which  in  the  usual  course  of 
trade  would  have  been  given  to  dealers  in   the  mother 
country,  may  now  be  forwarded  directly  to  German  whole- 
sale drug  firms.    It  would  be  idle  to  expect  that  an  appeal  to 
the  patriotic  spirit  of  the  London  agents  would  be  of  any  use. 
They  clearly  keep  up  the  price  of  the  article  in  this  country 
because  they  deem  it  to  their  pecuniary  advantage  to  do  so, 
and  where  people's  pockets  are  touched  mere  sentiment  is 
usually  relegated  to  a  back  seat.    In  fact,  the  British  sac- 
charin agents  frankly  avow  that  the  question  of  injury  to  the 
colonial  trade  of  the  export  druggists  is  nothing  to  them 
They  do  not  hold  any  rights  in  India  or  Australia,  and  it  is, 
therefore,  a  matter  of  unconcern  to  them  who  supplies  the 
wants  of  those  countries.    But  within  the  limits  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  they  are  monopolists,  and,  in  recognition 
of  their  rights,  the  German  manufacturers  place  a  stamp  upon 
every  invoice  cautioning  buyers  that  they  must  not  export 
the  saccharin  purchased  to  these  islands.  The  London  agents 
are,  therefore,  safe  enough.    But  the  question  may  surely  be 
asked  whether  it  is  not  contrary  to  public  policy  that  exclu- 
sive rights  should  be  conceded  in  this  country  whereby  it 
becomes  possible  for  foreign  firms  to  shut  out  our  own  drug- 
gists from  the  trade  with  British  dependencies,  to  which 
they  have  at  least  as  much  right  as  their  Continental  rivals. 
We  may  well  inquire  whether  it  is  fair  that,  under  the  ample 
mantle  of  our  broad-minded  laws,  foreign  competitors  should 
artificially  destroy  our  own  colonial  trade  in  certain  articles. 
We  fear,  nevertheless,  that,  whatever  the  moral  aspect  of  the 
question  may  be,  the  hope  of  a  legal  remedy  is  at  least  doubt 
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ful.    The  British  patent  law  afl'ords  to  every  patentee,  native 
or  foreign,  the  most  ample  protection — much  more  so  than  is 
given  by  the  laws  of  other  countries.  In  France,  for  instance, 
they  have  a  clause  absolutely  voiding  any  patent  for  an 
article  which  is  not  manufactured  in  the  country  itself.  In 
Holland  there  is  no  patent  law  whatever,  and  any  pirate  is 
welcome  to  suck  the  brains  of  the  helpless  inventor.  In 
Germany  the  acquisition  of  patents  by  foreigners  is  subject 
to  several  stringent  restrictions,  one  of  these  providing  that 
no  patent  can  be  granted  for  any  invention  which  has  already 
been  published  abroad.    It  is  true  that  by  the  provisions  of 
the  International  Convention  for  the  protection  of  industrial 
property,  signed  at  Paris  in  March,  1883,  inventors  in  the 
various  participating  countries  are  secured  certain  mutual 
advantages ;  but  Germany  has  expressly  refused  to  j  oin  that 
convention.    In  that  country,  where  considerations  of  what 
is  termed  "  national  economical  importance  "  are  less  neglected 
than  they  are  here,  a  British  patentee  who,  in  the  exploitation 
of  his  patent  monopoly,  should  run  counter  to  German 
interests,  would  find  himself  pulled  up  somewhat  sharply. 
Under  the  eleventh  paragraph  of  the  German  Act,  patents 
may  be  cancelled  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  their  final 
grant  whenever  the  patentee  fails  to  work  his  invention  in 
Germany  to  an  adequate  extent,  or  whenever  he  omits  to  do 
all  that  is  required  for  securing  such  working,  unless  the 
manufacture  of  the  article  patented  should  not  be  feasible 
in  Germany.     A  large  number  of  applications  have  been 
made  to  the  German  "  Reichsgericht '' for  the  revocation  of 
patents  granted  to  foreigners  ;  and,  although  the  Court  re- 
quires very  clear  proof  of  the  claimants  contention,  appli- 
cations for  revocation  have  in  many  instances  been  successful 
A  leading  case  falling  under  this  category  is  that  of  a  foreign 
manufacturer  of  lead  pencils,  who  had  created  a  very  large 
sale  for  his  goods  in  Germany,  but  whose  patent  was  merci- 
lessly voided  at  the  end  of  three  years  because  he  had  not 
himself  manufactured  the  pencils  in  Germany,  nor  made 
arrangements  with  a  German  house  to  do  so.    If  a  clause 
were  found  in  the  English  patent  law  operating  in  the  same 
manner,  the  aggrieved  merchants,  though  they  might  have 
to  bide  their  time,  would  ultimately  be  in  a.  position  to 
secure  fair  play,  for  it  could  not  seriously  be  contended  that 
-  the  manufacture  of  saccharin  in  England  is  not  feasible  :  in 
fact,  much,  if  not  all,  the  crude  toluol  from  which  the 
German  product  is  made  is  imported  from  this  country.  The 
only  part  of  the  English  Act  which  offers  any  hope  of  relief 
is  the  compulsory  licence  section,  which  provides  that  the 
Board  of  Trade  may  in  certain  cases  compel  a  foreign 
patentee  to  grant  licences  for  the  manufacture  in  this  country 
of  the  article  which  he  has  patented  upon  payment  of  com- 
pensation to  be  determined  by  the  Board.    This  power  is 
given  only  in  three  instances— viz.  (a)  if  the  patent  is  not 
being  worked  in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  (J)  if  the  reasonable 
requirements  of  the  public  with  respect  to  the  invention 
cannot  be  satisfied  ;  and  {c)  if  any  person  is  prevented  from 
•working  or  using  to  the  best  advantage  an  invention  of 
■which  he  is  possessed.    In  the  case  now  under  discussion, 
the  clauses  h  and  c  would  clearly  not  apply,  and,  as  regards 
a,  the  expression  "  worked  "  seems  to  open  a  fine  avenue  for 
legal  quibbling,  for  it  might  be  contended  that  that  word  is 
not  meant  to  indicate  the  actual  manufacturing  of  the 
article  in  this  country,  but  merely  refers  to  the  sale  of  the 
goods.    So  far  as  we  know  there  have  never  yet  been  any 
applications  for  enforcing  the  compulsory  licence  section, 
and  the  meaning  of  the  word  "  worked  "  may,  therefore,  be 
destined  to  remain  as  ambiguous  as  are  most  of  our  parlia- 
mentary enactments— a  logical  sequel  of  the  presence  in  the 
House  of  Commons  of  over  a  hundred  lawyers.    But  Mr.  T 
Aston,  Q.C  ,  one  of  the  highest  authorities  in  these  matters. 


gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  section  is  intended  to  ten 
a  supposed  defect  in  the  old  patent  law,  throngli  wll 
patentees,  by  having  the  absolute  power  to  refuse  the  gr,^ 
ing  of  licences,  were  in  a  position  to  do  serious  inimJ 
trade.    And  as  it  is  well  known  that  the  section  was  i 
serted  into  the  Act  mainly  because  the  patentees  of  a  cerl 
chemical  preparation  (also,  by  the  way,  manufactured! 
Germany)  refused  to  give  any  facilities  for  the  proper  suf 
of  the  article  or  its  manufacture  in  this  country,  it  set ' 
rational  to  suppose  that  some  advantage  might  be  deri ': 
from  it  in  the  case  to  which  we  refer.   Anyhow,  the 
sources  of  civilisation  are  not  yet  exhausted,  and  if  "sw 
reasonableness  "  should  fail  to  produce  the  desired  result 
might,  perhaps,  become  advisable  to  rummage  the  le; 
armoury  for  some  more  efficient,  even  though  rusty  a 
untried,  weapon. 


THE    POSITION    OF  INSECT- 
FLOWERS. 

Quotations  for  insect-flowers  and  powder  have  been  : 
extremely  high  during  the  last  few  months  as  to  cause  mac ' 
buyers,  who  are  in  the  habit  of  laying  in  a  fairly  larg 
stock  in  time  for  the  summer  season,  to  show  considerabl 
hesitation  in  making  up  their  minds  to  buy.   It  is  ver 
difBcult  to  obtain  thoroughly  reliable  information  regarditi 
the  actual  position  of  the  flowers,  for  not  only  do  some  o 
the  Trieste  firms,  who  largely  control  the  business,  often  tr 
to  lead  their  clients  wrong  in  order  to  suit  their  own  specn 
lative  purposes,  but  they  in  their  turn  are  habitually  deceivcc 
by  the  cultivators  and  small  merchants  in  the  Austrian 
province  of  Dalmatia,  and  in  Montenegro,  where  the  flowers 
are  collected.    From  the  most  trustworthy  sources,  however, 
we  learn  that  in  Trieste  the  opinion  prevails  that  lower 
prices  may  shortly  rule,  and  that  it  is  not  advisable  foi 
buyers  to  purchase  more  thau  they  require  for  their  imme' 
diate  wants  at  the  current  rates.    The  time  for  gathering  the 
insect-flowers  commences  towards  the  end  of  May,  and  tte 
first  arrivals  are  usually  placed  on  the  Trieste  market  about 
the  beginning  of  June.    In  former  years  the  whole  of  tlic 
crop  arrived  in  quick  succession,  but  of  late  the  farmers  bave 
themselves  taken  to  "  rigging  "  and  speculating,  and  often  it 
turns  out  that  considerable  quantities  are  held  in  reserve 
up-country  long  after  the  full  crop  is  supposed  to  bave 
arrived  at  the  central  markets.    The  Trieste  season  is  tbere- 
fore  calculated  to  run  from  June  1  to  the  end  of  February 
following,  and  when  the  crop  is  good  the  arrivals  daring 
that  period  average  from  11,000  to  13,000  cwts.  ThisquantitJ 
forms  the  bulk  of  the  world's  supply,  for  the  Caucasian  an* 
Persian  flowers  are  no  longer  of  any  large  commercial  im- 
portance, and  they  only  arrive  on  the  market  towards  the 
end  of  the  year.    At  the  beginning  of  December  last  tbere 
was  a  stock  left  at  Trieste  of  1,384  cwts.,  probably  sufficient, 
with  what  may  come  in  up  to  the  end  of  February,  to  W 
until  the  new  flowers  arrive.    But  an  important  factor  in 
calculation  is  that  the  principal  time  for  the  consumption  of 
the  flowers  commences  somewhat  before  the  new  harvest  >» 
available,  and  the  interval  is  generally  a  critical  period  for 
operators,  especially  after  February,  when  large  orders  from 
the  United  States  (which  take  a  considerable  proportion  o 
the  crop)  are  given  out  for  execution.  The  present  wholesale 
quotations  (London  terms)  are  from  212s.  to  230s.  per  cwt.r 
according  to  the  quality  of  the  flowers,  being  already  appre- 
ciably cheaper  than  the  rates  prevailing  a  few  weeks  ago. 
By  far  the  most  expensive  flowers  are  those  of  the  wn 
variety  growing  in  the  Montenegrin  mountains,  and  gathere 
before  the  flowerhead  has  opened.    But  of  these  flowers 
only  very  little  is  collected,  perhaps  not  exceeding  5  pet 
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cent.i^  the  whole  crop,  the  bulk  of  which  is  obtained  from 
culti^ied  flowers.  It  is  said  that  the  comparatively  low 
price.' 'ollowing  a  succession  of  abundant  harvests  i^rior  to 
1884  -ve  caused  many  farmers  to  abandon  the  cultivation 
of  thvyrethrum  eincrariafolium,  but  these  reports  have  not 
been  iinfirmed  beyond  doubt.  The  bulk  of  the  crop  usually 
consifE  of  the  open  flowers,  which  are  least  valuable,  the 
half-o*!n  flowers  being  less  abundant,  and  the  entirely  closed 
ones  arcest  of  all.  We  understand  that  of  late  years  there 
has  bn  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  Austrian 
aealerto  do  the  grinding  of  the  flowers  themselves,  but  as 
the  pt'der  is  frequently  adulterated  to  a  large  extent,  not 
3nly  ^th  ground-up  stalks  and  leaves  but  also  with  foreign 
natte',  buyers  who  have  facilities  for  grinding,  unless  they 
Durche  from  a  thoroughly  reliable  house,  will  do  well  to 
5uy  tl  unground  flowers.  These  are  generally  imported  in 
Dress«  bales  of  4  cwt.  each. 


THt    IMPROVEMENT    IN  BROMIDE 

OF  POTASSIUM. 
"HEE'has  been  an  upward  movement  in  bromide  of  potas- 
ium  lis  week  in  consequence  of  an  arrangement  which  is 
aid  tifhave  been  arrived  at  a  short  time  ago  between  the 
limeriin  and  the  German  bromine  producers,  and  by  which 
ach  iirty  has  a  special  field  for  the  sale  of  its  products 
ssigrd  to  it.  Thus  there  is,  for  the  moment  at  any  rate, 
n  eniof  that  fierce  competition  between  the  two  rival  com- 
inatiis  of  manufacturers,  which  has  kept  the  price  of 
romi'j  and  its  derivatives  at  a  low  level  for  the  last  few 
ears.lfaus  encouraging  increased  employment  of  the  valu- 
ble  cjpmical,  not  only  in  pharmacy,  but  as  a  disinfecting 
gentbd  in  the  manufacture  of  dyes.  For  the  present  the 
rice  j:  bromide  of  potassium  has  been  raised  but  slightly, 
oth  te  German  and  the  English  makers  (who  are  now  said 
J  bejworking  in  harmony)  having  agreed  upon  Is.  M. 
er  Ibas  the  selling-rate ;  but  it  is  quite  possible  that  this 
icre;!;  may  be  but  a  stepping-stone  towards  a  further 
dvari.  The  capabilities  of  the  Stassfurt  bromine  works 
re  kijwn  to  be  considerably  in  excess  of  the  requirements 
)r  t.f  article,  the  latter  amounting,  it  is  said,  to  about 
DO  t(s  annually.  It  is,  therefore,  only  by  a  combination  of 
le  p'lcipal  manufacturers,  which  has  now  existed  for  many 
earsJhat  prices  can  be  kept  at  a  remunerative  level ;  and 
le  p'ducers,  assuming  that  they  have  effectively  removed 
mer  in  competition  from  the  European  markets,  will  natu- 
illy  '!  anxious  to  obtain  as  high  a  price  as  is  feasible.  The 
mer!|an  producers  in  Virginia  and  Ohio  also  have  a  com- 
inatta  among  themselves,  and  they  will  now  probably  be 
ft  itodisputed  possession  of  their  local  markets,  which, 
9we':r,  can  scarcely  be  equal  to  the  task  of  assimilating 
16  ih  production.  As  regards  the  shipment  of  bromine, 
leAlericans  have  always  been  at  a  disadvantage,  owing  to 
le  oitacles  raised  by  the  steamship  companies  against  the 
anslirt  of  a  merchandise  possessing  such  disagreeable  pro- 
ertiS ;  but  these  objections  do  not  of  course  apply  to  the 
lipr  nts  of  bromide  of  potassium.  While  the  competi- 
on  IS  at  its  height,  American  bromine  was  shipped,  not 
3ly!o  England,  but  even  to  Germany  itself,  which  of 
Jurs'led  to  reprisals  on  the  part  of  the  latter  country.  The 
lerrns  appear  to  have  had  the  best  of  the  contest,  for  in 
SBChey  sent  20  tons  of  bromine  to  the  United  States,  and 
Dly  Jceived  4  tons  in  return  to  compete  with  their  own 
rodie  in  their  home  market.  In  that  year  the  total 
renin  export  trade  amounted  to  95  tons  of  bromine  and 
24  ns  of  bromide  of  potassium.  France  took  the  bulk  of 
he  rmer — probably  because  a  high  duty  operates  against 
le  jjportation  of  the  prepared  article  into  that  country  ;  but 


for  bromide  of  potassium,  the  United  Kingdom  was  by  far  the 
best  customer.  The  use  of  bromine  preparations  for  dis- 
infecting purposes  is  of  comparatively  recent  date,  and  a 
recurrence  of  the  cholera  epidemic  in  Southern  Europe  next 
year  may  not  improbably  influence  the  price  of  the  article, 
especially  as  other  disinfectants — such  as  carbolic  acid — are 
likely  to  be  scarce  this  year. 


OFFICIAL    FEES    IN  BANKRUPTCY. 

The  working  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  has  given  ii;c 
to  much  adverse  criticism.  The  bitterest  opponents  of  AJr. 
Chamberlain's  statute  have — not  unnaturally — been  fournl 
in  the  ranks  of  professional  accountants,  many  of  whom 
have  been  deprived  of  a  remunerative  branch  of  their 
profession.  It  is  no  matter  for  surprise  then  that  the  ques- 
tion of  oflicial  fees  should  have  attracted  much  attention,  and 
an  explanation  of  the  scale  on  which  they  are  based  may 
help  to  enlighten  traders  on  a  point  in  which  they  are  dee{)Iy 
interested. 

A  case  occurred  in  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  a  fort- 
night since  in  which  this  matter  was  raised  into  speci;\l 
prominence.  A  grocer  and  wine  merchant  named  Drew  had- 
fallen  into  financial  trouble,  and  a  business  which  he  had 
carried  on  had  been  sold,  the  money  remaining  in  the  hands 
of  the  valuer  who  conducted  the  negotiation.  Soon  after- 
wards a  receiving  order  was  made  against  Mr.  Drew's  estate, 
and  the  statutory  result  of  that  proceeding  was  that  the 
Oflicial  Receiver  became  the  trustee  of  the  estate,  havicg 
vested  in  him  all  the  duties  of  trusteeship  until,  at  any  rate, 
the  first  meeting  of  the  creditors.  The  valuer  being  ofBcially 
applied  to  to  hand  over  the  proceeds  held  by  him  of  the 
sale  of  the  business,  which  were  admitted  to  exceed  600^., 
evaded  this  claim,  and  when,  at  the  first  meeting  of  creditors, 
the  Oflicial  Receiver  complained  of  this  neglect,  he  was  met 
with  the  explanation  that  the  refusal  was  due  to  a  desire  to 
save  the  fees  which  the  department  would  charge  if  the 
money  once  passed  into  its  possession.  A  sviggestion  that 
OflScial  Receivers  were  in  the  habit  of  grabbing  estates  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  fees  was  indignantly  repudiated  by 
the  chairman  of  the  meeting  in  question,  who  argued  that 
the  Oflicial  Receiver  was  appointed  solely  in  the  public 
interest,  that  he  had  no  interest  whatever  in  charging  fees, 
and  that  his  only  desire  was  to  economically  administer  in- 
solvent estates.  In  the  result  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the 
efforts  of  the  Oflicial  Receiver  to  obtain  possession  of  the 
money  proved  futile.  The  creditors  themselves  appointed  an 
outside  trustee,  to  whom  the  valuer  handed  it  over;  and^ 
that  trustee,  and  not  the  OfBcial  Receiver,  will  receive  the 
percentage  on  it.  The  case  raises  the  very  important  issue 
whether  administration  by  the  Court  or  by  outside  trustees 
is  the  most  economical  procedure. 

The  Official  Receiver's  fees  are  a  fixed  amount.  An  order 
signed  by  the  present  Lord  Chancellor,  issued  on  October  28, 
1886,  provides  that  "  on  the  net  assets  realised  or  brought  to 
credit  by  the  Official  Receiver  ....  after  deducting  any 
sums  paid  to  secured  creditors  in  respect  of  their  securities, 
and  not  the  assets  realised  by  a  special  manager,  or  moneys 
received  and  spent  in  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  debtor, 
and  on  the  net  assets  realised  by  an  Official  Receiver  when 
acting  as  trustee  to  administer  a  debtor's  property  under  a 
composition  or  scheme,"  the  percentage  shall  be  according  to 
the  following  scale  : —

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Thus,  had  the  Official  Eeceiver  obtained  from  the  valuer  in 
Drew's  case  the  600?.  in  his  hands  he  would  have  become 
entitled  to  charge  5  per  cent,  on  it. 

The  next  official  scale  of  fees  to  which  it  is  necessary  to 
draw  attention  is  the  percentage  allowed  the  Official  Receiver 
on  the  amount  distributed  in  dividend  when  acting  as  trustee 
under  adjudication  schemes  or  compositions,  viz. : —

Therefore  on  so  much  of  the  600/.  as  the  Official  Eeceiver 
(had  he  got  hold  of  it  and  remained  trustee)  distributed  in 
dividend,  he  would  have  become  entitled  to  a  further  2^^  per 
cent.  These,  be  it  remembered,  are  fixed  fees,  and  do  not 
■vary  in  any  circumstances. 

Oa  the  other  hand  it  must  be  remembered  that  to  the  fees 
piyable  to  outside  trustees  there  is  no  statutory  limit.  The 
-creditors  have  it  in  their  power  either  to  fix  the  remuneration 
■when  they  appoint  their  trustee,  or — as  is  generally  done — 
they  leave  that  matter  to  the  committee  of  inspection.  Cases 
are  on  record  where  20,  30,  and  even  50  per  cent,  has  been 
granted.  But  in  those  cases  either  the  assets  are  exception- 
ally small  or  the  trustee  has  had  an  unusual  amount  of 
labour  devolving  on  him. 

What  then  are  the  objections  to  the  winding-up  of  estates 
by  Official  Receivers  ?  The  fees  chargeable  are  an  ascertained 
quantity,  and  they  cannot  be  said  to  exceed  those  paid  to 
outside  trustees ;  they  are,  in  fact,  invariably  much  less. 
But  it  is  alleged  that  the  Official  Receiver  squanders  the 
-assets;  that  by  a  too  hasty  realisation  he  wastes  the  property 
of  the  creditors.  There  does  not  seem  any  good  reason  for 
this  belief.  He  has  no  interest  personally  in  the  fees,  and, 
indeed,  does  not  liandle  them  in  any  way.  He  is  paid  either 
by  salary,  or,  as  is  the  case  with  many  provincial  receivers, 
by  a  sum  varying  with  the  number  of  cases  passing  through 
his  hands — that  is,  so  much  per  hundred  cases,  with  an 
allowance  for  office  expenses.  The  fees  go  direct  to  the 
Treasury,  the  salaries  are  paid  direct  from  the  Treasury,  and 
it  is  said  that  there  is  no  official  return  published  from  which 
it  can  be  ascertained  whether  an  individual  receiver's  year's 
work  has  resulted  in  a  profit  or  a  loss  to  the  department. 
The  aim  of  the  Official  Receiver  is,  or  should  be,  the  realisa- 
tion of  the  estate  in  the  manner  most  beneficial  to  the 
creditors,  and  the  speediest  possible  distribution  of  the  assets. 
It  may  be  added,  in  reply  to  the  complaint  that  estates  are 
sacrificed  by  a  hasty  realisation  before  the  first  meeting  of 
■creditors,  that  such  realisations  only  take  place  in  cases 
•where  the  stock  is  of  a  perishable  and  easily  removal  charac- 
ter, and  of  small  value,  say,  501.  or  601.  In  the  case  of 
larger  estates,  should  the  Official  Receiver  deem  prompt  dis- 
posal advisabl",  he  invariably  summons  a  meeting  of  the 
principal  trade  creditors,  and  acts  upon  their  advice.  But 
unfortunately,  the  scales  above  quoted  do  not  exhaust  the 
list  of  official  fees,  and  in  the  additional  charges  legalised  by 
Lord  Halsbury's  order  creditors  have  undoubtedly  good 
ground  for  dissatisfaction.  The  fees  allowed  for  carrying 
on  a  debtor's  business  might  fairly  be  reduced,  the  charges 
for  men  in  possession  might  be  lessened,  the  charge  for  the 
room  in  which  meetings  of  creditors  are  held  is  excessive, 
and  the  item  for  official  stationery,  printing,  postages,  &c., 
viz.,  ten  .shillings  for  each  ten  creditors,  or  fraction  of  ten 
appears  to  the  unofficial  mind  one  which  should  be  included 
in  the  percentage  for  realisation  and  distribution.  These, 
however,  are  subsidiary  matters,  and  a  representation  in  the 


proper  quarter  of  the  injustice  or  unwisdom  of  the  charges 
would  probably  receive  attention. 

Many  arguments  may  of  course  be  cited  in  favour  of  out- 
side trustees.  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  some  creditors 
to  exercise  patronage,  and  to  say  by  whom  and  at  what  cost 
the  estates  in  which  they  are  interested  shall  be  administered. 
It  is  felt  that  a  trade  accountant  is  in  closer  tench  with 
creditors  than  the  Official  Receiver,  that  he  is  more  likely  to 
appreciate  their  views  and  consult  their  interests,  that  he 
would  pay  greater  attention  to  small  details— such  as  the 
recovery  of  debts  due  to  the  estate — and  that  he  would  be  in 
a  better  position  to  dispose  of  a  business  as  a  going  concern, 
thereby  materially  increasing  the  assets.  On  the  other  hand 
it  might  be  suggested  that  it  is  to  the  personal  advantage 
of  an  outside  trustee  to  keep  the  administration  of  an  estate 
in  his  hands  as  long  as  possible,  and  that  he  would  make  as 
much  work  as  possible  for  the  sake  of  fees.  But  all  these 
points  are  matters  of  opinion  ;  the  creditors  have  the  right  to 
decide  by  whom  insolvent  estates  shall  be  administered.  The 
scales  of  fees  quoted  in  this  article  distinctly  lajs  down  for 
their  information  what  the  Bankruptcy  Department  receives 
for  work  done  by  its  receivers,  and  the  personal  experience 
of  creditors  in  the  past  will  enable  them  to  compare  with 
those  fees  the  remuneration  paid  to  outside  trustees.  With 
such  methods  of  comparison  they  are  in  a  position  to  judge 
as  to  the  merits  and  demerits  of  either  and  both  methods  of 
administration.

t-ents  singly ;  but  in  the  event  of  an  information  being  laid 
against  him  it  would  rest  with  him  to  show  that  the  powder 
was  taken  from  a  duly-stamped  packet.  This  concession 
does  not,  however,  apply  to  Whelpton's  pills,  every  box  or 
packet  of  which  must  be  duly  stamped."  The  last  sentence 
of  this  letter  appeared  to  us  somewhat  inconsistent  with  a 
statement  in  a  letter  which  we  had  received  from  the  Board 
as  far  back  as  1879.  At  that  time  the  Board  had  informed  a 
correspondent  that  Kaye's  pills  might  be  sold  out  in  small 
quantities,  and  we  asked  whether  that  decision  applied  to 
all  patent  medicines.  In  reply  the  Board  said:  "All  medi- 
cines which  are  liable  to  stamp  duty,  and  which  have  been 
sold  duly  stamped  by  the  original  vendors  thereof,  maybe 
resold  in  smaller  quantities  by  licensed  vendors  without 
being  restamped.  If,  however,  the  resale  should  be  made  in 
any  packet,  box,  bottle,  pot,  phial,  or  other  enclosure,  such 
enclosure  would  apparently  fall  within  the  charge  of  stamp 
duty  imposed  by  the  Act  44  George  III.,  cap.  98,  and  the  re- 
tailer would  be  strictly  bound  to  show  that  the  article  sold 
by  him  had  been  previously  sold  to  him  under  the  proper 
stamp."  We  found  it  difficult  to  understand  how  all  medi- 
cines might  be  resold  in  smaller  quantities  if  the  "conces- 
sion "  did  not  apply  to  Whelpton's  pills.  In  reply  to  our 
request  for  an  explanation  the  Board's  solicitor  says  (Jan.  10, 
1888)  that  his  letter  of  .July  31,  1879  (the  one  from  which  we 
last  quote)  "is,  if  read  in  its  entirety,  an  accurate  statement 
of  the  law.  When  medicines  originally  sold  in  a  duly- 
stamped  box  or  other  enclosure  are  retailed  in  small  quan- 
tities the  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty  on  the  resale 
depends,  as  therein  stated,  on  the  mode  of  resale  ;  and  if  the 
preparation  be  resold  in  any  '  packet,  box,  bottle,  phial,  or 
other  inclosure,'  duty  is,  in  general,  payable  thereon  ;  where 
the  resale  consists  of  one  powder  taken  from  a  packet  ot 
powders,  the  Commissioners  do  not  insist  on  payment  ot 
duty,  because  of  the  form  of  the  medicine  and  the  mode  oE 
sale."

surgical  dentist.  We  believe  Dr.  Smith  to  be  alone  in  the 
speedy,  efiicient,  and  gentle  manner  in  which  he  extracts 
teeth — from  the  comparatively  delicate  '  incisors '  to  the 
massive,  majestic,  deeply-rooted  '  molars ' — which  has  ob- 
tained for  him  a  practice  for  this  science  unsurpassed  in  the 
neighbourhood,  and  his  fame  has  spread  for  miles  around, 
and  as  a  practical  chemist,  druggist,  and  operative  dentist 
he  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  Midland 
Counties." 


™  At  the  end  of  1887  the  Pest  Ofiice  were  carrying" 

p  ,  130,000  inland  parcels  on  every  average  working 
p  ,  day,  while  the  total  number  carried  during  the 
year  it  was  estimated  would  number  close  upon 
forty  millions.  The  arrangement  of  a  system  of  parcels  post 
between  this  country  and  France  was  the  most  important 
development  of  the  parcels  post  business  during  the  past 
year.  The  facilities  for  sending  parcels  abroad  by  this  means 
are  much  appreciated,  and  now  extend  to  most  of  the  British 
Colonies  and  to  a  large  number  of  foreign  countries.  A 
definite  tariff,  fair  approach  to  security,  and  the  minimnm  of 
trouble  are  the  advantages  which  the  Post  Office  service  of 
foreign  parcels  delivery  offers.  For  something  less  than  halt- 
a-crown  a  parcel  of  seven  pounds  can  be  sent  to  most  parts 
of  Europe  without  the  necessity  of  employing  any  agent. 
New  Zealand  is  still  unprovided  for  among  our  principal 
colonies,  and  Canada  only  offers  very  limited  facilities  at 
present.  The  United  States  and  Eussia  are  the  principal 
exceptions  among  foreign  countries,  but  these  will  no  doubt 
recognise  the  commercial  and  social  advantage  of  enleriug 
the  ring  before  long.  The  Post  Office  authorities  have  no.v 
established  their  central  London  depot  for  the  parcels  post 
in  the  disused  Pentonville  Prison,  thus  relieving  the  grtat 
pressure  which  the  rapid  growth  of  the  system  was  creating 
at  St.  Martin's-le-Grand.

P  J  ^  periment  he  has  made  with  electrified  gums  and 
Balsam.  ^,alsams.  If  sealing-wax  or  any  similar  resin- 
ous material  is  melted  in  a  cup  and  put  on  the  conductor  of 
an  electrical  machine,  it  throws  out  threads  and  fibres  which 
break  into  beads.  The  cup  containing  the  resin  should  !;e 
inclined  from  the  operator  and  the  electrical  machine  before 
the  latter  is  worked,  else  both  will  be  covered  by  an  invisible 
sticky  web.  Burnt  indiarubber  also  sent  out  the  filament  ; 
but  Canada  balsam  appears  to  show  the  phenomenon  best. 
When  a  candle  flame  is  held  near  a  cup  throwing  out  such 
filaments,  they  shoot  to  the  flame,  and  sometimes  cover  llie 
candle,  and  sometimes  discharge  into  the  flame  and  turn 
back  into  the  cup.  In  a  few  minutes  a  large  quantity  of 
these  sticky  threads  can  be  made,  and,  as  they  break  into 
beads,  Mr.  Boys  points  out  that  this  plan  can  be  used  to 
powder  the  substances. 


Labrador 
Tea. 


There  has  been  some  talk  in  the  tea  tia'lt. 
during  the  past  ten  days  owing  to  some  in- 
formation which  a  Liverpool  daily  paper  gave 
regarding  Labrador  tea ;  and  possibly  it  has  been  owing  to 
knowledge  of  the  enterprising  propensities  of  the  Canadigns 
that  some  have  imagined  that  North  America  would  outdo 
China  and  our  Indian  possessions  in  supplying  the  world 
with  the  cheering  herb.  But  there  is  little  tear  of  that. 
Labrador  tea  is  not  like  ordinary  tea  at  all.  It  is  the  leaf 
of  a  plant  {Ledum  lati^olium)  belonging  to  a  different 
natural  order,  viz.,  the  Encacece,  or  heath  order,  and  the  leaf 
is  devoid  of  the  exhilarating  and  refreshing  properties  of  tea. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  used  extensively  in  North  America  as  a 
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substitute  for  tea,  by  natives  principally,  but  also  by  those 
who  cannot  afford  to  buy  the  real  article ;  and  it  was  used 
during  the  revolutionary  war  by  the  army,  and  much  more 
extensively  by  the  common  people.  The  plant  grows 
abundantly  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  of  which  it  is  a 
native.  It  is  from  2  feet  to  5  feet  high,  and  bears  leaves 
of  from  1  inch  to  2  inches  in  length.  It  flowers  in  June  and 
July.  The  leaves  are  used  by  the  Indians  as  a  medicine  for 
their  pectoral  and  tonic  propertie.<:.  and  the  eclectic  practi- 
tioners also  include  them  in  their  materia  medica.  They 
yield  their  propcrtits  to  water,  the  infuiion  having  a  fragrant 
odour,  for  which  reason  chiefly  it  has  been  used  as  a  beverage, 
and  those  who  drint  it  in  North  America  appear  to  like  it. 
But  we  were  recently  informed  by  an  English  pharmacist 
who  had  paid  a  visit  to  Canada,  and  had  Labrador  tea  at 
various  times,  that  it  is  nasty  stuff,  much  inferior  in  taste 
and  flavour  to  an  infusion  of  the  cheapest  tea-siftings. 
Apart  from  that,  the  leaves  are  a  medicine,  and  would  be 
regarded  as  sucli  if  they  were  introduced  into  Europe.  An 
allied  plant  {Ledum  palustre')  yields  marsh  tea.

Green  CI  \  s  supplies  of  cloves  and  their  oil 

'which  come  to  our  markets,  and  the  existence 
"there  of  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  30  per  cent. — the  principal 
source  of  the  Sultan's  revenue — makes  it  highly  important 
that  other  sources  of  supply  should  be  fostered.  The  Moluc- 
cas are,  perhaps,  the  next  most  important  producers  of  cloves, 
and  next  to  them  the  Strains  Settlements,  Mauritius,  and  the 
Reunion.  Cloves  are  remarkable  for  the  large  amount  of  essen- 
tial oil  which  they  contain,  no  ofScial  drug  exceeding  them 
in  tliis  respect.  From  16  to  22  per  cent,  has  generally  been 
considered  to  be  the  range  of  the  yield,  but  of  late  years 
Zanzibar  cloves  have  stubbornly  refused  to  give  more  than 
17  per  cent.  The  Mauritius  cultivators  have  recently  en- 
deavoured to  improve  upon  this  by  using  the  cloves  in  the 
green  or  undried  condition,  and  the  experiment  has  been 
attended  with  excellent  results.  A  small  consignment  of  the 
oil  thus  prepared  has  recently  been  received  in  London,  and 
we  have  had  the  opportunity  of  examining  a  sample  of  it. 
In  colour,  odour,  and  taste  this  oil  resembles  ordinary  oil  of 
cloves  ;  if  anything  the  odour  is  more  fragrant,  owing  to  the 
flower-buds  being  put  into  the  still  before  they  are  dried. 
The  oil  has  a  specific  gravity  of  1  048  at  18°  C,  is  soluble  in 
less  than  its  own  weight  of  rectified  spirit,  and  conforms  to 
the  reliable  chemical  tests  for  oil  of  cloves.  It  therefore  cor- 
responds with  the  official  requirements,  and  is  entitled  to 
become  a  commercial  article. 


Sale  r  om  •'''-™°'^§**  dregs  which  were  ofEered  in 
Novelti  s  •^i'^*^''^^  Lane  last  week  was  a  parcel  of  what  is 
■  known  as  "  bisc\iit "  or  "  lozenge  "  cutch,  a  very 
pure  form  of  the  inspissated  extract  of  the  wood  of  Acacia 
CatecJiu.  It  is  in  circular  pieces,  about  1  inch  in  diameter 
and  f-jlly  ^-  of  an  inch  thick,  of  a  dark  browTi  colour  exter- 
nally, and  is  very  porous  and  light.  It  differs  from  Iczenge 
gambler  in  these  latter  respects.  Biscuit  cutch  has  been  made 
for  centuries,  but  it  seldom  comes  to  this  country.  There 
are  two  forms  of  it,  one  made  up  with  starch  or  argillaceous 
earth,  the  other  pure.  It  is  the  latter,  apparently,  which  is 
now  being  offered.  LTnder  the  name  of  "gum  fossock" 
there  is  also  offered  one  bag  of  a  gum  resin  imported  from 
Malabar,  which  presents  the  appearance  of  an  inferior 
specimen  of  galbanum.  It  has  a  peculiar  odour  of  an 
alliaceous  character,  and  as  far  as  can  be  judged  at  present 
appears  to  be  what  is  known  in  India  as  "Dikamali,"  a  resin 
obtained  from  Gardenia  lucida.  It  is  used  in  India  as  a 
remedy  for  dyspepsia.  The  resin  was  examined  chemically 
by  Messrs.  Stenhouse  and  Groves  in  1879,  who  reported  their 
results  to  the  Chemical  Society.  Another  resin,  bearing 
the  all-incorporating  pame  "Gum  incense,"  was  also  ofEered. 
This  resembles  an  inferior  benzoin,  but  its  origin  we  have 
not  yet  ascertained.  Three  weeks  ago  there  were  delivered 
in  the  port  of  London  four  bales  of  a  root,  amounting  to 
400  lbs.,  designated  as  "  medicine  root,"  and  received  from 
Bombay.  This  week  the  drug  appeared  at  the  sales  as 
ipecacuanha,  and  was  sold  as  such.  A  superficial  examina- 
tion show.s,  however,  that  it  differs  from  ipecacuanha  in 
important  particulars,  but  we  reserve  full  comments.

inventions  of  modern  times  for  the  sick-room  is  Piesse  & 
Lubius  Ribbon  of  Bruges.''  The  book  is  chatty  and  readable 
enough,  but  is  too  purposeless  to  secure  a  permanent  place  in 
either  scientific  or  general  literature.

The 
slhe  are  bottled  in  a  warmed  room,  and  are  all  preserved 


by  Pasteurising.  In  one  department  the  packing  of  various 
powders  is  carried  on,  and  elsewhere  pills  are  being  manu- 
factured and  coated  under  the  direction  of  a  qualified  phar- 
macist. The  whole  place  is  heated  and  all  the  necessary 
power  obtained  from  an  18-horse  power  engine.

THE  unsettled  condition  of  the  metal  markets  has  reacted 
upon  the  general  position  of  produce,  and  for  many 
important  articles  we  have  to  record  lower  prices  than  r:iled 
last  week.  In  fine  chemicals,  quinine  and  quicksilver  are 
unsettled ;  but  the  latter  is  dearer  than  last  week,  and  its 
advance  has  also  influenced  the  preparations.  The  enhanced 
value  of  the  raw  material  has  brought  about  an  increase  in 
the  price  of  strychnine.  Camphor  remains  exceedingly  firm 
and  bromides  have  slightly  improved,  but  may  further 
advance  later  on.  Sliellac  has  had  a  significant  relapse, 
but  at  the  close  the  market  seems  to  be  gathering  con- 
fidence again.  Other  drysalteries  without  change. 
Spices,  chillies  excepted,  had  a  heavy  fall  at  the 
■weekly  auctions.  Indigo  sold  rather  better,  almost  confirm- 
ing the  rates  lately  paid  by  private  contract.  Cocoa-nut  oil 
has  improved  somewhat,  but  with  petroleum  the  reverse  is 
the  case.  China  and  Indian  teas  are  a  trifle  lower.  The 
drug  sales  to-day  passed  off  without  any  occurrence  calling 
for  special  comment.  Among  the  principal  articles  which 
are  dearer  are  ipecacuanha,  senna,  and  high-class  rhubarb. 
On  the  other  hand,  more  or  less  pronounced  declines  have 
taken  place  in  ergot,  Cape  aloes,  musk,  vanilla,  Jamaica 
sarsaparilla,  Lima  bark,  gum  benjamin,  Yiang-ylang,  and 
cassia  oil. 


Legislation  Kegarding  Limited  Liability  Com- 
panies.— It  is  said  that  among  the  Government  measures 
•which  it  is  contemplated  to  lay  before  Parliament  next 
session  is  a  Bill  dealing  with  the  subject  of  limited  liability 
companies.  This  measure,  which  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  is  designed  to  throw  greater 
responsibility  upon  promoters  of  public  companies  by  nar- 
rowing the  facilities  which  now  exist  for  the  entanglement 
of  hopeless  enterprises. 


The  American  Tariff  Reform  Proposals  are  now 
being  embodied  in  a  Bill  by  the  Democratic  majority  of  the 
committee  of  ways  and  means  of  the  American  House  of 
Eepresentatives.  The  principal  features  of  the  proposed 
measure  are  the  placing  on  the  free  list  of  metallic  ores,  salt, 
timber,  coarse  or  carpet  wools,  jute  and  other  textile  fibres 
and  grasses,  chemicals,  and  colours  used  in  dyeing.  The 
duty  on  other  raw  wools  than  those  named  will  be  readjusted, 
and  some  changes  are  made  in  the  duties  on  woollen  and 
cotton  goods.  The  duties  on  sugar  are  lowered  by  25  per 
cent.,  and  those  on  the  various  classes  of  iron  and  steel 
manufactures  are  lightened  on  a  scale  sutBcient,  it  is  calcu- 
lated, to  strike  oS  200,000/.  from  the  revenue  derived  from 
this  jjortion  of  the  taritf.  On  steel  rails  the  rate  is  reduced 
from  3/.  8s.  per  ton  to  21.  12s.

COCA  LEAVES  AND  CRUDE  COCAINE. 


\Xr  are  indebted  to  one  of  our  Hamburg  subscribers  fi  ■ 
review  of  the  position  of  coca  leaves  and  crude  cocaine  - 
that  market  during  the  year  1887.    It  appears  that  the  fi 
hand  stock  in  Hamburg  at  the  end  of  last  year  consistec 
18  bales  Bolivian  leaves,  weighing  1,1C0  kilos.,  and  101b 
Truxillo  leaves,  weighing  7,500  kilos.,  together  8,600  k: 
Since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  however,  the  Truxillo  le!  - 
have  all  been  sold  at  high  rates.    At  the  end  of  the  ) : 
1886  the  stock  was  considerably  heavier,  viz ,  181  bate . 
all,  weighing  12,600  kilos.    The  imports  during  the  yearl 
amounted  to  284  bales  Bolivian  leaves  (17,050  kilos.),i 
248  bales  Truxillo  leaves  (16,300  kilos.),  together  33, 
kilos.    It  should  be  added,  however,  that  no  less  than  53,  . 
kilos.  Bolivian  leaves  pas.sed  Hamburg  in  transit  on  tl 
way  to  consumers  in  various  parts  of  Germany.  Ihis 
crease  of  direct  business  relations  between  German  ma 
facturers  and  South  American  shippers  admittedly  augoTi 
for  the  future  of  the  Hamburg  market.    It  is  pointed 
that  the  manufacture  of  the  so-called  crude  cocaine  in  f 
has  been  largely  on  the  increase,  and  that  much  ot 
leaves  which  were  formerly  shipped  to  Europe  are  now  u 
by  the  Peruvian  cocaine  makers  themselves.    The  extern 
manufacture  of  crude  cocaine  in  South  America  has  inuui 
the  German  manufacturers  to  buy  that  product  in  preierei 
to  the  leaf,  but  in  the  United  States  crude  cocaine,  be. 
subject  to  the  customs  duty  of  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem  lev 
on  chemical  preparations,  cannot  be  imported,  conseqaen 
the  South  American  shippers  found  it  possible  to  obt; 
better  prices  for  the  leaf  in  America  than  in  Europe,  um) 
the  year  1887  there  was  no  lack  of  rumours  about  probai 
failure  of  the  crop  in  South  America,  but  the  Hambi 
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eived  these  reports  with  the  greatest  possible 
J  the  result  proved  their  suspicions  to  have  been 
ill  four  :d,  for  a  failure  of  the  crop  did  not  actually  occur, 
houo-hae  continued  increasing  depreciation  of  the  leaves 
ongly  ntributed  to  check  arrivals  at  Hamburg.  Since 
e  closii'i  part  of  the  year,  however,  American  buyers  have 
rned  tljir  attention  to  the  stocks  on  the  Hamburg  market 
d  boua  up  whatever  lots  they  could  lay  their  hands  on. 
'  le  Han'urg  dealers,  of  course,  cannot  judge  of  the  relative 
lue  to  ,.e  manufacturers  of  coca  leaves  and  crude  cocaine, 
t  it  ii considered  strange  that  German  cocaine  makers 
ffald  [ill  continue  to  import  leaves  and  manufacture 
caine  hm  them  to  the  extent  they  do,  when  the  American 
dde  CO  ine  has  fallen  to  such  a  low  price  that  some  of  the 
iruviar  aakers  have  ceased  manufacturing  at  the  present 
tes,  wlih  they  declare  to  be  perfectly  ruinous.  As  regards 
e  futig,  it  is  thought  that  only  nominal  quantities  of 
'  jca  leels  will  be  received  at  Hamburg.    Crude  cocaine 
rmerWold  rapidly  at  the  rate  of  about  80,000  grammes 
;r  morSi,  so  that  stocks  never  accumulated,  but  from  the 
immeri;ment  of  July  to  the  end  of  last  year  the  demand 
r  this  rticle  seemed  to  have  fallen  away  entirely.  The 
st  mai'eports  from  South  America  state  that  the  bulk  of 
le  Pei.vian  and  Bolivian  crops,  and  the  whole  of  tlie 
ruxillorop,  has  been  secured  by  North  American  buyers  at 
•ices  c  siderably  in  excess  over  those  which  it  was  possible 
I  obtaijin  Germany.    It  is  also  a  significant  fact  that  in 
)ite  ofhe  high  duty,  American  manufacturers  are  even 
)mmeilDg  to  interest  themselves  for  crude  cocaine.  The 
rst  ha:,  quotations  for  leaves  at  the  close  of  the  year  were 
per  p.  for  Bolivian,  and  lOd.  per  lb.  for  Truxillo,  while 
'ude  ctaine  was  worth  6il.  per  gramme,  or  14^.  Zd.  per  oz. 
ince  tlih,  however,  the  German  manufacturers,  alarmed  by 
le  reitated  reports  of  the  stoppage  of  the  Peruvian  crude 
Dcaineworks,  have  appeared  as  buyers  in  the  Hamburg 
iarket:nd  taken  some  350,000  grammes  crude  cocaine  at 
dvancfg  rates,  while  for  Bolivian  leaves  Is.  2d.  per  lb.  is 
ow  asm. 


THE  POSITION  OF  SHELLAC. 


A''iEii3D  from  a  'statistical  standpoint  alone  the  present 
lositioof  shellac  does  not  seem  of  a  nature  to  tempt  manu- 
acturoi  and  wholesale  dealers  to  purchase  more  than  they 
ictuaP  require,  nor  is  there,  statistics  apart,  any  feature 
)ased  )on  authenticated  information  calculated  to  modify 
he  vi(i-  imparted  by  the  statistical  information.  The  total 
mporjof  shellac  into  London  for  the  year  1887  are  returned 
it  55,12  chests,  a  quantity  exceeding  the  average  of  the 
ireceOg  quinquennium  by  6,881  chests,  though  it  is  not 
luite  be  biggest  total  importation  on  record.  The  de- 
iveric'for  1887  (46,385  chests)  are  4,101  chests  in  excess  of 
he  pi'ious  five  years'  average,  and  form,  with  two  excep- 
■ions,:he  highest  return  on  record.  These  figures  would 
'howihat  the  tendency  is  for  the  shellac  production  to 
)utru  the  demand,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  use  of 
he  E  icle  is  steadily  and  largely  on  the  increase.  But 
nany/perators  no  doubt  are  guided  in  their  calculations  by 
'he  Aires  alone,  and  leave  entirely  out  of  sight  the  fact  that 
;he  iterage  weight  of  the  chests  composing  the  present 
itockiay  be  much  below  that  of  a  year  or  two  ago.  Yet 
;his  iVery  likely  the  case,  for  at  that  time  certain  shellac 
^xpoirs  made  it  a  practice  to  ship  heavier  packages  than 
ras  ntomary,  but  the  importers,  finding  that  values  had 
auclleclined  when  the  goods  arrived,  appealed  to  arbitra- 
tion ad  compelled  the  shippers  to  invoice  the  excess  in 
|veig,  at  the  current  rate  of  the  day  when  the  goods  were 
land  .  Thus  taught,  the  shippers  last  year  took  great  care 
aot  1  exceed  the  contract  stipulations  as  regards  weight, 
ine  jerweight  of  the  cases  imported  previously  also  accounts 
or  tj  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  chests  delivered 
last  ^ar. 

T)j  constantly  growing  consumption  of  shellac  should  also 
oe  tjen  into  account  when  considering  the  effect  which 
mn  Py'^'*^^  failure  of  the  sticklac  crop  would  have  upon 
sTi  a  autumn  a  rumour  that  the  crop  was  lost  was 
fpna  with  much  persistence,  but  it  received  no  credence 


because  the  cry  of  "  Wolf  !  "  had  been  raised  too  often  before,, 
although  the  cautious  way  in  which  the  Calcutta  shippers 
appeared  to  goaboat  their  operations  seemed  to  bear  out  the 
rumour  to  some  extent.  Daring  the  greater  part  of  the 
year  1887  prices  below  those  of  the  preceding  twenty  years 
were  accepted,  and  a  tone  of  depression  without  precedent 
prevailed  ;  but  when  it  was  thougtit  that  the  game  had  been 
played  low  enough,  operations  were  set  on  foot  to  clear  the 
Calcutta  market  before  any  indication  of  the  impending 
operation  was  given  in  London.  When  the  operations  were 
supposed  to  have  been  completed  in  Calcutta  the  cat  was  let 
out  of  the  bag  in  London,  and  on  December  i  orange  shellac 
of  a  specific  standard,  known  as  the  "TN"  basis,  sold  at 
58s.  per  cwt.,  an  advance  of  12s.  as  compared  with  the 
previous  day,  other  varieties  advancing  in  proportion.  The 
sales  on  December  1  and  the  week  following  were  equivalent 
to  a  turnover  of  the  whole  stock,  and  among  the  transactions 
some  20,000  to  30,000  chests  were  sold  for  arrival.  Through- 
out the  whole  of  December,  small  fluctuations  apart,  the 
market  remained  steady  ;  small  sales  only  were  effected,  but 
buyers  for  these  lots  were  readily  found,  and  feelings  of 
security  generally  prevailed.  Some  anxiety  was,  as  usual, 
exhibited  in  the  early  days  of  January  as  to  what  the  ship- 
ments for  December  from  Calcutta  would  be,  but  even  when 
the  abnormal  figure  of  about  20,000  chests  was  announced 
no  great  feeling  of  alarm  was  manifested,  and  there  was  no 
great  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  regular  shippers  to 
"  bear "  the  market,  even  at  a  slight  decline.  Even  at 
present,  although  the  quotations  are  a  good  deal  below  the 
average  of  December,  they  have  not  fallen  from  any  pressure 
to  sell,  but  from  a  reluctance  to  buy,  brought  about  by  the 
fear  of  not  being  able  to  get  in  at  the  bottom  price. 

As  regards  the  course  which  the  article  will  take  during 
the  present  year,  a  great  many  opinions  prevail,  the  two 
leading  views  being,  as  usual,  diametrically  opposed.  It  is 
thought  generally  that  there  must  be  either  an  enormous 
advance  in  value,  or  a  fall  in  firices  even  below  the  lowest  of 
last  year.  In  short,  there  has  either  been  a  failure  of  the 
sticklac  crop,  or  those  who  have  spread  that  rumour  have 
once  more  played  a  clever  hoax  upon  the  credulous. 
Whether  the  operations  of  the  first  week  in  December  were 
bond- fide  purchases  by  "bear"  operators  anxious  to  cover 
themselves,  or  of  a  purely  speculative  character,  they  were 
in  either  case  induced  by  a  belief  in  the  shortness  of  the 
sticklac  crop  ;  and  assuming  that  the  Calcutta  market  was 
then  practically  cleared  of  stock,  there  is  nothing  surprising 
in  the  large  December  shipments,  because  sellers  would 
naturally  be  anxious  to  ship  the  goods  disposed  of,  and  get 
the  money,  more  especially  as  shellac  is  an  article  more 
liable  to  deterioration  in  India  than  in  Europe,  because  of 
its  tendency  to  go  blocky  under  the  influence  of  heat.  If 
the  shipments  for  January  and  February  should  be  moderate 
there  will  be  good  ground  for  concluding  that  there  is  a 
certain  degree  of  substance  in  the  statements  respecting' 
short  crop,  and  confidence  may  yet  be  restored  ;  but  if  on 
the  contrary  the  exports  are  excessive,  this  will  be  regarded 
as  an  evidence  that  there  has  been  no  such  failure,  and  there 
will  probably  be  a  stampede  to  clear  out  among  weak 
holders.  Dp  to  the  present  time  the  Greek  firms,  who  are 
the  largest  sellers,  only  offer  small  lots,  and  decline  to  enter 
into  large  contracts,  even  at  prices  beyond  the  current  rates, 
and  the  German  and  other  agents  are  keeping  aloof,  as  they 
have  done  for  some  time.  This  tends  to  confirm  the  view 
that  the  largest  manipulators  at  Calcutta  are  keeping  prices 
low  on  purpose,  so  as  to  secure  lac  cheaply.  On  the  other 
hand  they  may  be  only  waiting  for  more  tempting  "  bait " 
to  sell  large  lots,  and  their  smaller  brethren  may  be  perhaps 
restrained  by  fear  from  operating  at  present. 

Saponin  is  generally  regarded  as  a  simple  substance,  but 
recent  analyses  by  Robert,  of  Dorpat,  show  that  it  is  a 
mixture  of  two  substances,  saponin  and  sapotoxin,  associated 
with  an  acid — quillaia  acid. 

Collodion  for  Corns. — Rutidschau  states  that  the  action 
of  salicylic  acid  in  salicyl-collodion  for  corns  is  consiiier- 
ably  increased  by  the  addition  of  lactic  acid,  which  itself  is 
an  active  destructive  of  unhealty  skin,  but  is  harmless  when 
applied  to  healthy  skin.  The  formula  recommended  is  salicylic 
acid  and  lactic  acid,  of  each  10  parts  ;  collodion,  80  parts. 
Dissolve  and  mix.

The  Inland  Bevenue  and  the  Possessive  Case. 

Sir, — I  have  noted  your  article  en  the  above  hearting  in 
your  issue  of  January  14,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  the  law 
relating  to  liability  or  otherwise  o£  medicines  to  stamp  duty 
seems  to  rest  in  many  instances  with  the  whimsical  notions 
of  the  Inland  Kevenuc  authorities  ;  and  I  feel  sure  that  you 
and  every  other  chemist  will  admit  that  the  law  is  anything 
but  clear  and  satisfactory  on  the  subject,  as  recent  corre- 
spondence by  the  firm  in  Edinburgh  goes  to  prove,  as  also  in 
several  previous  cases  which  have  been  cited  in  your  columns 
from  time  to  tiaie.  Perhaps  many  of  your  subscribers  may 
feel  inclined  to  vote  for  a  total  abolition  of  this  patent- 
medicine  tax. 

It  is  quite  time  that  the  duly-qualified  chemist  of  the 
present  day  had  some  few  privileges  bestowed  upon  him,  and 
that  the  stamp-tax  on  medicines  supplied  by  him  should  be 
abolished.  Medicines  (above  all  things)  supplied  to  the 
poorer  communities  should  be  free  from  taxation,  and  these 
are  the  persons  to  whom  the  chemist  renders  incalculable 
service,  and  wlio  are  in  a  majority  of  cases  the  bulls  of  his 
customers.  I  believe  that  the  revenue  from  such  abolition 
could  still  be  maintained  by  taxing  medicines  supplied  by 
unqualified  dealers,  and  issuing  to  them  a  patent-medicine 
licence  on  a  higher  scale  than  the  present  one  at  7*.  Qd ,  and 
for  each  chemist  to  pay  an  annual  sum  of  21.  IQs.  or  there- 
abouts for  an  ordinary  licence. 

Now  that  the  subject  is  fairly  opened  before  us,  it  would 
be  a  pity  to  allow  matters  to  remain  on  the  same  old  lines 
without  fighting  the  authorities  on  their  own  ground ;  and 
what  I  would  suggest  is  that  you,  sir,  should  open  a  fund  in 
order  to  enable  us  to  take  the  necessary  proceedings.  I  will 
gladly  subsciibe  niy  name  to  the  list  in  the  sum  of  5^. 

The  lack  of  pluck,  energy,  and  perseverance  which  cha- 
racterises our  "Pharmaceutical  Club''  will  never  tend  to 
bring  about  a  better  state  of  things.  A  little  "  go  "  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square  in  matters  of  vital  interest  would  do 
much  to  make  it  a  society  generally  appreciated  by  the 
trade. 

The  iron  is  hot  now,  and  it  is  for  the  chemists  to  stand 
shoulder  to  shoulder  themselves  (as  our  American  brethren 
did  when  urging  a  repeal  of  the  medicine- tax  in  the  United 
States  with  success),  and  to  act  on  Lord  Randolph's  advice 
to  his  countrymen  in  regard  to  the  P]stimates — viz.,  "  to 
worry  and  bully  the  authorities  for  reform."

home-made  and  duty  free  ?  To  my  mind  both  are  equa 
guilty,  according  to  the  late  decision  of  the  Edinbutl

What  I  now  propose  is  that  the  chemists  themselves  ta 
the  initiative.  I^et  a  meeting  be  held  in  the  Society's  too 
in  Edinburgh,  at  which  one  or  other  of  their  number  shot 
be  fixed  on  for  prosecution.

I  wou'dike  to  try  to  "  ventilate  "  Mr.  "  Heder's  "  head  on 
heques  jns  of  the  alcohol  and  stamp  taxes,  which  are  so  op- 
ressive  pon  our  calling.  I  think  he  will  admit  that  if  any 
pecial  liivy  tax  were  put  upon  any  particular  merchandise 
f  a  drajr,  grocer,  or  ironmonger,  the  tax  would  hinder  the 
ale  of  t|  articles  the  selling  value  of  which  was  thus  in- 
reased,Vould  reduce  profits,  and  drain  the  pockets  of 
urchasi's. 

I  see  |iat  some  chemists  in  a  northern  town  are  adver- 
ising  UleW  tinctures  in  prescriptions  and  otherwise  at  Zd. 
<er  oz.  -hey  could  not  sell  them  for  less  than  this  if  alcohol 
/ere  2s.:stead  of  20s.  per  gallon,  hence  it  is  plain  that  the 
ax  on  s'ohol  comes  largely  out  of  the  chemists'  pockets, 
fhocovlget  as  much  for  his  medicines  if  made  without 
axed  a:^)hol  as  if  the  alcohol  were  taxed.  I  would  like  to 
lear  titk  our  brother-chemists  in  Jersey  on  this  subject,  as 
ilcohol  '  duty  free  there. 

The  p)fits  on  perfumery  would  also  be  larger  and  the  sales 
ncreas(  if  alcohol  were  not  so  dear  :  the  cost  of  tinc- 
ures  a|[  fluid  extracts  is  greatly  enhanced  for  the  same 
eason. 

I  carat  conceive  of  a  more  impolitic  tax  than  one  on 
nediciri  ^  The  very  woist  time  to  tax  a  man  is  when  he  is 
iick,  ai'  is  thus  prevented  from  earning  money  to  support 
limselland  family.  It  would  appear  to  be  a  far  more 
;nlight  ed  public  policy  to  resort  to  the  other  extreme  of 
•emovii  all  taxes  upon  the  means  of  restoration  to  health, 
)s  a  sic  man  at  once  ceases  to  be  a  wealth-producer  in  the 
State,  ;id  also  is  a  burden  upon  it,  requiring  the  attention 
and  ca'  of  others  who  but  for  him  might"  be  wealth-pro- 
ducers.*! 

As  fdthe  stamp  tax  on  medicines,  that  is  another  plausible 
inventii  of  landlord  parliaments  and  houses  of  lords,  who 
are  qui  willing  there  should  be  any  and  all  sorts  of  taxes  so 
long  a;'he  taxation  of  their  possession  of  unearned  incre- 
ment c ground-rent  be  not  taxed.  Like  all  taxes  upon  pro- 
ductio"  it  is  added  to  the  cost  of  the  product,  and  is 
ultima.ly  paid  by  the  consumer.  Instead  of  being  a  hin- 
drancer.  is  a  positive  advantage  to  the  proprietor  of  quackish 
patentiiedicines,  who  makes  a  profit  on  the  stamp  as  part  of 
his  in  stment,  and  helps  him  to  keep  a  monopoly  in  the 
trade.  The  quacks  also  know  of  the  public  superstition 
that  13  stamp  is  a  Government  certificate  of  genuineness. 
This  ja  was  to  be  corrected  by  the  wiseacres  ot  Somerset 
Housewho  had  the  words  "This  stamp  implies  no  Govern- 
ment larantee."  But  by  simply  folding  the  stamp  so  as  to 
cover  le  word  "no"  the  Government  are  made  to  guarantee 
the  aide.  I  have  seen  the  stamps  so  put  on  in  the  market. 
VVhatipity  that  an  honest  and  industrious  and  most  useful 
class  business  men  should  be  in  daily  and  nightly  fear  of 
prose.tion  and  fines  from  the  powers  of  Somerset  House  for 
thew'diDgof  a  label  which  nobody  apparently  can  prove 
to  calror  a  stamp,  but  which  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities 
can  (nstrue  into  an  infiingement,  and  hold  the  innocent 
chem;  hable  to  pay  such  a  fine  as  would  involve  him  in 
nopel  s  ruin  !    What  a  pity  that  the  trade  journals  should

™>gn  be  so  much  more  profitably  occupied  with  useful 


literature  upon  the  science  and  art  of  our  calling  !  What  a 
pity  that  our  landlord  legislators  in  past  times  shcul  1  have 
listened  to  the  voice  of  selfish  interest,  and  shatld  have 
diverted  taxation  from  ground  rents,  from  whence  it  was 
all  formerly  derived,  and  should  have  invented  all  sorts  of 
other  taxes,  which  are  oppressive  upon  the  public  generally, 
but  especially  upon  chemists  and  druggists  ! 

Nothing  but  a  careful  study  of  these  questions  can  enable 
us  to  arrive  at  the  true  cause  of  poverty  among  the  in- 
dustrious, and  wealth  among  the  idle  classes.  Nothing  but  a 
clear  sense  of  our  wrongs  and  a  persistent  demand  for  their 
removal  will  ever  relieve  our  calling  from  the  incubus  of 
unfair  taxation,  from  which  we  so  severely  suiter.

Unscrupulotis  Uses  of  the  Telephone. 

SiE, — As  a  caution  to  users  of  the  telephone  and  an  ex- 
ample of  the  uses  to  which  it  may  be  applied,  we  think  the 
following  may  be  of  some  interest  to  your  numerous  City 
readers. 

During  the  recent  excitement  in  the  quinine  market  we 
were  surprised  to  receive  by  post  a  contract  for  a  large 
parcel  of  quinine,  said  to  have  been  ordered  by  telephone  the 
previous  day.  We  had  not  given  or  authorised  any  such 
order,  but  as  our  telephone  is  placed  in  our  open  office,  and 
every  message  spoken  at  it  is  heard  by  eight  to  twelve 
clerks,  we  made  careful  inquiries,  and  having  assured  ourselves 
beyond  any  doubt  that  no  such  order  had  been  given  at  our 
end,  returned  the  contract  note.  In  reply  we  received  an 
abusive  and  threatening  letter,  which  led  us  to  make  inquiries 
at  the  Telephone  Exchange.  We  there  karned  that  a 
correct  record  is  kept  of  all  the  connections  made  for  con- 
versation, and  this  record  showed  that  we  had  not  been 
connected  at  or  near  the  time  stated  in  writing  by  these 
German  agents,  and  we  were  further  informed  tbat  it  was 
quite  impossible  we  could  have  been  connected.  But  for 
this  unexpected  revelation,  we  think  it  probable  that  the 
threats  referred  to  might  have  induced  us  to  take  up  the 
quinine.  The  market  fell  in  price  almost  immediately.  Yoa 
will  observe  how  easily  those  agents  would  have  relieved 
themselves  from  a  loss  had  we  yielded  to  their  threats. 
Hence,  should  any  users  of  the  telephone  be  similarly  situated 
they  can  always  learn,  by  inquiry  at  the  Telephone  Ex- 
change, whether  they  were  connected  or  not  with  any  other 
subscriber,  and  at  what  time.

Vaccination  by  Machinery. 

Sir, — Now  that  smallpos  rages  in  so  many  of  our  large 
towns,  it  is  quite  time  for  bringing  before  the  public  gene- 
rally, and  the  research  laboratory  in  particular,  an  idea,  long 


is  worked  on  the  same  principle  as  the  scarifier,  both  b  ■ 
cleansed  between  each  patient  by  means  of  a  soft  brash. 

It  now  only  remains  to  provide  shields  and  certificates, 
former  are  pushed  up  by  a  spring,  the  latter  present  th ' 
selves  on  a  roller,  "Please  take  one." 

The  four  stages  of  the  process  are  performed  automatic 
and  in  rapid  succession — in  fact,  the  patient  being  seatei 
the  truck,  and  having  "bared  his  great  right  arm" 
placed  it  (with  some  misgivings,  doubtless)  on  the  minia 
truck,  has  scarcely  felt  the  touch  of  the  rotating  scar 
before  the  certificate  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  walks  away  a  ! 
and  happy  man. 

The  diagram  shows  section  of  human  arm,  fig.  a,  fit 
the  miniature  truck  which  carries  it,  c  the  scarifier,  d 
bolt  to  hold  the  arm  in  position.

maturing  in  my  brain,  for  a  more  certain  and  rapid  method 
of  vaccination  than  the  present  one,  which  is  as  tedious  to 
the  patient  as  it  is  arduous  to  our  overworked  medical  men. 

This  suggestion  I  venture  to  lay  before  you  by  aid  of  the 
above  sketch  and  diagram.

Dispensing  at  Pau. 

Sir, — In  reply  to  the  letter  signed  "Grimble&;  Kent''  in 
your  issue  of  January  21,  it  is  probable  that,  the  mixture  re- 
ferred to  was  so  dispensed  in  compliance  with  the  wishes  of 
the  client. 

It  frequently  occurs  that  we  are  asked  to  make  unim- 
portant modifications  in  prescriptions  for  the  convenience  of 
persons  passing  through  to  the  Kiviera  or  to  Paris  and 
England. 

In  any  case,  it  would  have  been  a  saving  of  time,  and  far 
more  in  accordance  with  the  etiquette  usually  observed  by 
resf)ectable  houses,  had  the  question  been  addressed  directly 
to  my  confrere,  who  probably  would  have  had  no  difficulty 
in  verifying  the  statement  and  giving  the  explanation 
desired. 

I  would  add  that  the  word  "pharmacien"  being  singular, 
the  heading,  "  How  they  dispense  at  Pau,"  is  calculated  to 
convey  an  erroneous  impression  of  the  dispensing  of  the 
other  eighteen  chemists  in  Pau.

SiE, — The  compliment  in  the  letter  of  "  How  they  dis- 
pense at  Pau  "  deserves  to  be  acknowledged  ;  the  fact  that  the 
customer  desired  the  prescription  dispensed  "  the  same  as  at 
Pau  "  is  sufficient  proof  that  it  was  preferred  to  what  was 
obtained  elsewhere.  An  accurately-dosed  spoonful  was 
evidently  preferable  to  a  pitch-and-toss  5j.  of  a  volatile 
liquid  containing  insoluble  salts.  It  is  not  uncommon  to 
modify  a  prescription  to  satisfy  a  customer's  wish,  without 
in  any  way  changing  the  therapeutic  effect — pills  half  size, 
concentrated  and  diluted  medicines,  &c.,  &c. 

I  may  add  that  I  do  not  know  where  the  prescription  was 
dispensed  in  this  town,

LEGAL  QUERIES. 

19/242.  iY.  S. — A  registered  medical  man  who,  "in  order 
to  obtain  his  diploma  for  such  registration,  shall  have  passed 
an  examination  in  pharmacy,'  is  not  affected  by  the  first 
fifteen  sections  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  That  is  to  say, 
they  may  keep  open  shop  for  the  dispensing  and  vending  of 
poisons,  and  may  call  themselves  "chemists  and  druggists" 
if  they  please.  They  must,  however,  regard  the  conditions 
of  the  17th  section  as  to  the  sale  of  poisons. 


9/244.  C.  n.  B.-  ThQ  quinine  and  iron  tonic  label  has 
been  declared  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  not  to  render 
the  preparation  sold  under  it  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 
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But  you  may  make  the  article  liable  by  special  methods  of 
advertising.  The  embrocation  labelled  as  you  show  would 
be  liable.  It  becomes  liable  because  a  proprietary  right  is 
claimed,  and  also  because  you  hold  it  out  for  the  relief  or 
cure  of  certain  complaints. 


22/246.  A.  U.  C. — We  must  ask  you  to  read  the  section 
on  Trade  Marks  from  page  257  in  The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,  as  your  ideas  respecting  registration 
seem  to  be  rather  elementary.  We  cannot  undertake  to 
ascertain  whether  any  particular  title  is  registered  or  not,  as 
the  information  would  generally  be  of  personal  interest  only. 
A  search  of  the  register  costs  1.5.  The  label  you  propose 
would  certainly  render  the  preparation  liable  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty.

-850  to  he  0  852  at  18  5°  C, 
and  it  yields  only  one  and  a  half  times  its  volume  of  nitric 
oxide  gas  by  Allen's  process.  We  should  say  that  it  is  a 
passable  non- Pharmacopocial  spirit.  We  have  met  with  850 
spirits  which  were  of  the  minimum  Pharmacopoeia  strength, 
but  this  is  quite  exceptional.  You  will  find  a  common 
stoppered  burette  much  better  than  the  double  syringe 
arrangement  for  testing  the  spirit.  See  our  DiARY,  1886, 
for  particulars  as  to  how  it  should  be  used.
